HE PRESIDENT: Dr. Marx. 

DR. MARK (Counsel for Defendant Streicher): Mr. President, Gentlemen 
of the Tribunal: Before continuing with questions to the Defendant Streicher, 
may I ask permission to make a statement, 

Mr. Streicher, on Friday afternoon, referred to a case connected with the 
press which had dealt with my person and my attitude as a solicitor. I have 
found in this case cause for me to refer to this matter in my statement, and 
I have pointed out that I at that time was asking for the protection of this 
Tribunal against an attack lowering my reputation, which was given to me ina 
very kind way. On that occasion, and on the occasion when I gave an ex- 
temporized explanation, I used the words "newspaper writer." I used it ex- 
clusively with reference to that narticular journalist who had written the 
article in question in that Berlin newspaper regarding my person and regarding 
my activities as a lawyer. 

Under no circumstances did I mean to express or was I intending to express 
that I was talking about the press in general. That was far from mee And I 
did not wish in any way to refer to the group of press experts or in particular 
the members of the world press who are active during this trial. I did not 
wish to attack them or in any way insult their honor. 

The reason for this statement of mine is a statement made in the wireless, 
according to which I, lawyer Marx, had attacked the press in general and made 
insulting remarks. I am, of course, aware of the significance of the press. 

I know, of course, what the press has to do, and I should want to be the last 
person who would fail to reeoenize in full the extreme responsibility and the 
useful work done by the presse 


May I, therefore, quite publicly state before this Tribunal what I have 
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just said, and may I be permitted to make this statement to the gentlemen of 
the press in the spirit in which it is made, namely, that this was merely a 
special reference to this particular journalist, but not in any way to the 
entire press, That is what I wanted to sny. 

THE PRESIDENT: Dr. Marx, the Tribunal understood your statement the 
other day in the sense in which you have now explained it, 

DR. MARX: With the permission of the Tribunal, I shall thon continuc 
with my examination. 

BY DR. MARX: 

Q. Witness, which aims did you pursue with your speeches and your 
articles in "Der Stuermer"? 

Ae My speeches and my articles which I wrote were meant to inform the 
public about a question which appeared to me as being one of the most important 
problems. I didn't want to cause hatred or anger. I wanted to explain. 

Qe Apart from your weekly journal, and particularly since the Party 
came into power, were there any other instruements of the press in Germany 
which were discussing the Jewish problem in an antagonistic way? 

A. Anti-Semitic writings in the press in Germany existed for centurics, 
A book, for instance, was confiscated among my property, written by Martin 
Luthere He would very probably sit in my place in the Defendant's bench if thi 
book had been used by the Prosecutions In the book "The Jews and Their Lics", 
Dr. Martin Luther writes that the ono should brun them down to the ground and 
destroy them. 

Qe Mr. Streicher, that wasn't my question. I am asking you to answer 
my question in secordance to the way I put ite Please answer with yes or no, 
first of all, whether were there «« 

MR. JISTICE JACKSON: I should like to interpose an objection to this 
method of answering unresponsively and with speeches heree We are utterly 
unable in this procedure to make objections when answers are not responsive to 
questions. We have already got into this case through Streicher's volunteered 
speeches an attack on the United States which will take considerable evidence 
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to answer if we are to answer ite It seems to me very improper that a witness 
should do anything but make a responsive answer to 1 question, so that we 
may control this preceeding from getting into issues that have nothing to do 
with heres It will not help the Tribunal to go into questions which Streicher 
has raised here against us to decide the one question, which is his guilt or 
imnocence -- a matter that is perfectly capable of explanation, if we take 
the time to do ite 

It seems to me that this witness should be admonished and admonished so 
that he will understand it, if that is possible, that he is to answer que stion 


and stop, so that we can know and object to orations on irrelevant subjects. 
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THE PRESIDENT: Dr. Marx, will you try, when you put the questions to the 
witness, to stop him if he is not answering the questions you put to him? 

DR. MARX: Yes, Mr. Presidente I was just in the process-- 

THE PRESIDENT: Defendant Streicher, you have hoard what has been said 
and you will understand that the Tribunal cannot put up with your long speeche 
which are not answers to questionswhich are put to you. 

BY DR. MARX: 

Qe I now repeat the question thit I'm asking youe First of all, I want 
you to answer the question with yes or no, and then to add a brief explana- 
tion regarding the context of the question. Apart from your weekly journal 
and, particularly, since the seizure of power through the Party, were there 
other ‘nstruments of the press in which the Jewish problem was dealt with in 
an antagonistic way? 

Ae Yes. Even before the seizure of power in every district and county 
there were weekly journals that were anti-Semitic and one daily paper called 
the "Der Voelkische Beobachter" in Munich. Apart from that, there were a numb 
of publications which weren't acting directly for the Party. There were also 
anti-Semitic writings after tho seizure of power. The daily press was co- 
ordinated, and now the Party suddenly found themselves in control of three 
thousand daily papers and numerous weekly journals. Any number of other 
periodicals and orders had been given by the Fuehrer that every newspaper 
should give enlightening articles about the Jewish probleme The anti- 

Semitic enlightenment was, therefore, after the seizure of power carried out 
on a very large scale in the daily press as well as weekly journals, periodi- 
cals and books, The "Stuermer", therefore, with its enlightening activity 
was not isoleted, but I want to state quite openly that I have enlightened 
about them all in the most popular waye 

Qe Were the directives necessary for this issued by an essential source, 
essential department, say, for instance, the National Socialist correspondent? 

Ae Yes. The propaganda ministry in Berlin issued a National Socialist 
press correspondence. In this correspondence, and in every number of it, 


there were a number of articles enlightening on the Jewish problem. During 
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the war the Fuchrer personally had given the order that the press, much 
more than until then, should publish enlightening articles about the Jewish 
questions 

Qe The Prosecution have accused you that you had contributed to mass 
murder by causing hatred and, according to the report of the Attorner Gencral 
in 1936, the fol'owing accusation has been raised against you: No Govern- 
ment in this world could have carried out the nass extermination as it was 
done without that a nation stood behind it which agreed, and that you are 
supposed to have brought it aboute ihat have you got to say about it? 

A. To that I have to say the following: Inciting means to bring 


aman into a condition of excitement to the extent of which he commits 
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an irresponsible deed. Have the contents of the "Stuermer” done 
so? Have they? The question must be answered here, “What did 
the 'Stuermer' write?‘ Several volumes of the “Stuermer" ave 


available, but one should have to look at ail the editions of all 


the twenty years so that you could exhaustively answer that 


question. 

I have written and printed enlightening articles during thos: 
twenty years dealing with the mace, dealing with what the Jews 
have written in the 01d Testament themselves, what they have 
written in the "Txulmud”. I have printed excerpts from Jewish 
historical works, for instance, written by Professor Dr. Graetz, 
the Jewish scientist Gutnot, end in the "Stuermer® no leading 
article has been written by me or has appeared written by one 
of my main officers, in which I did not bring quotations from the 
old history oi the Jews, the Old Testament and Javiish historical 
works of recent times, 

It is important, and I must emphasize, that I pointed out in 
all the articles that prominent Jews, leading authors, of 
themselves admitted that during the twenty years I have mde 
public statements as author and as orator. It is my conviction 
that the contents of the ‘Stucrmer” as such were not inciting. 
During the whole of the twenty years I have never clearly said, 
‘Burn Jewish houses down; beat themto death.” Never once did 
such an incitement appear in the "Stuermer”. 

And now here is the proof to be furnished that any deed, 
any act, happened since the "Stueraer” appeared, and did either 
of them say "This is the result of an incitemamt; it is a deed 
due to an incitement. Ana, as such, I would, for instance, 
regard &@ program as a spontaneous deed if the population suddenly 
raised an excitenent to beat other people to death. Durins the 
twenty years no program took place in Gormany. During the 
twenty years, as far as I know, no Jew was killed, no murder took 


place, of which you could have said, "This is the result of an 
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incitement which had been carried out by anti-Semitic authors or 
Speech makers,'? 

Gentlemen, we are in Nurnberg. In the past there was a 
Saying that nowhere were the Jews in Germany so safe and so 
unmolested as they had been in Nurnberg. 

THE PRESIDENT: Is not this becoming a rather lengthy speech? 

Q Streicher, you've explained this quite suffici ently, so 
that one can form an opinion. Do you want to say, "I iuve 
incited so that no spontaneous action carried out by any certain 
groups of people or originating from the masses against the Juis 
did happeni'? 


A May I make a remark on that subject? Here we are 


concerned with the most mysterious and most decisive accusation 


raised against me by the Prosecution, and in this connection I 
ask the Tribunal to permit me to defend myself against it. It 
is the most significant fact that in Nurnberg, of all places, no 
murder took place, no single murder and no corrupt action. It 
is a fact. 

THE PRESIDEYT: You have already said it. I have just 
written down, before I intervened, saying that no Jews have been 
killed, not only in Nurnberg, but anywhere else, asa result of 
your incitenent. 

BY DR. MARK: 

Q Witness, we shall have to refer to these demonstrations 
of the 9th and 10th of November, 1938, later. 

A Yes, but may I continue? 

THE PRESIDENT: ‘hat is the ques tion? 

A (Continuing) The Prosecution have accused me that by 
inciting I had indirectly contributed to mass extermination, and 
So, may I ask to be allowed to explain? Some thing has been 
ascertained about which I didn't know. I received knowledge of t; 
testament left behind by the Fuehrer, and I assumed that a fow 


moments before his death the Fuchrer wala have told the truth in 
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that te: tament. He says that mass exterminations had been 


carried out by his orders and that those moss extorminations had 


been reprisals. That proves that I, myself, cannot have been a 
perticipant in those incredible matters vhich occurred here. I 
am finished. 

You have said that the Proscution are accusing mo in 
saying that these mass killines could not have boen possible if, 
behind the Government and behind the loadors in the state, there 
hadn't been a knowing people. Gentleaon, first of all, the 
guestion, "Did the Gorman people really know wmt was hap pon ing 


Guring the years of the war?" We know today-- 
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THE PRESIDENT: That is a matter of argument and not 2 matter upon which 
you can give evidence. You can say what you knew, 

THE WITNESS: I was a part of that nation during the ware During that 
war I was living in the country in loneliness. For five years I never left 
my farm. I was watched by the Gestapo, and since the year of 1939 the 
Feuhrer had -- 

BY DR. MARX: 

Qe (Interposing) Forgive me for interrupting. Mr Streicher, we 
comire to that later. I have asked you a question, and I now continue 
the next question, and the other business will come later. 

A. But I wish to state that I have had no opnortunity so far, that I 
have head no chance to learn what in fact was going on. Mass killings, mass 
murders, I only heard of at Mondorf when I was in prison, But I am stating 
here that. if I had been told thrt two or three million people were killed, 
then I wouldn't have believed ite I would not have believed that it was 
technically possible to kill so many people. 

Because of the entire attitude and the psychology of the Fuchrer as I 
saw it, I would not have believed it, that is,. that mass killings to that 
extent to which they had taken place could have taken place at all. Finished. 

Qe You are also being accused that it had been the task of the 
educators of the nation to educate people and poison them with hatred, and 
that you particularly had devoted yourself to that task. ‘hat cre you reply- 
ing to that accusation? 

Ae That is the statement that we have trained murdererse The contents 
of thé articles which I have written couldn't train murderers and no murders 
took place, and that is the proof, that is the evidence tht we didn't train 
murdererse The thing which happened during the war -- well, I certainly did 
not educate the Fuehrer, The Fuehrer has given the order on his own 
initiative. 

Qe I now continue. It has also been stated by the Prosecution that 
Himmler and Kaltenbrunner and other SS leaders would have had had no one to 


carry out their orders to kill if you horAn't made that propaganda and if you 
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hadn*; conducted the education of the German people in that sense. Will you 
make a statement on that? 

Ae I don't believe that the National Socialists you have mentioned 
read "Der Stuermer" every weeke I don't believe that those who had been 
given the order by the Fuehrer to carry out killings or to pass on an order 
to kill, that those people would have been made to do this by my periodical. 
Hitler's book, "Mein Kampf", existed, and the contents of that book were the 
authority, the cause. And I don't believe that the mentioned persons have 
read that book either and carried out the order on the strength of it. 

Based on my knowledge of what was going on in the movement, I am con- 
vinced that if the Fuehrer gave an order everyone acted, snd I am stating 
here that maybe fate has been kind to me, If the Pachrer had ordered me to 
do those things I wouldn't have been able to kill, and perhaps today I would 
be indicted in some way or other which is now not possible against me. Pere 
haps fate has been kind, 

But, at any rate, conditions were in fact that the Fuehrer was hypnoti- 
zine, was suggesting, and they didn't quite understand. His ways were so 
unusuale Yet, if you know, you will realize that everyone who had an order 
would act, and thus I must describe as wmtrue and incorrect what has been 
thought fit to be stated against me. 

2¢ What do you know about the general attitude of Adolf Hitler regard- 
ing the Jewish question? When did Hitler become hostile to the Jews at all, 
as far as you know? 

A. Even before Adolf Hitler became a popularly known figure, I had 
written anti-Semitic articles, However, only on the strength of his book, 
"Mein Kampf," did I learn about the iistoric connection of the Jewish problem. 
Hitler wrote his book when he was in prison in Landsberg. Anyone who knows 
the book will also know that Hitler, many years back, either to study anti- 
Semitic literature or for some other experience, must have come to the con- 
clusion and the knowledge which made it possible for him to write that book 
in so short a time in prison. 


In other words, Adolf Hitler in his book had stated to the world that he 
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was anti-Semitic and that he knew the Jewish problem to the last letter. He 
himself has often said to me personally -- 

THE PRESIDENT: (Interposing) Dr. Marx, the book, "Mein Kampf", is in 
evidence, and it speaks for itself, 

THE WITNESS: I am new coming to the answer to your question, not with 
reference to the book, But you asked me whether Adolf Hitler talked about 
the Jewish problem to me, The answer is yes. Adolf Hitler always discussed 
the Jewish problem when he talked about Bolshevism. 

It is probably of importance in answering that question to ask oneself, 
did Hitler want a war against Russin? Did he warn long in advance that such 
a war would come? When he sat together with us, Adolf Hitler waid that Stalin 
was a man whom he worshipped as 2 man of action, but in reality he was 
surrounded by Jewish leaders, and thnt Bolshevism -- 

BY DR. MARX: 

Qe (Interposing) Mr. Streicher, that is going too far again. The 
question was quite exact, the question which I put, and I am asking you not to 
go into so many details. You have heard that the Tribunal is objecting, and ir 
the interest of not delaying the proceedings you must not go into so many 
details, You mustn't make speeches. 

GENERAL RUDENKO: I believe, Mr. President, that Mr. Justice Jackson has 
justly remarked a short while nga that the defendant Streicher lets himself 
be dragred into speeches and doos not answer the questions which are nut to 
him. Therefore, I would like to draw the attention of the Tribunal to the fact 
that the witness would eliminate the spesches, and he should be admonished to 
answer directly to the questions put to him. 

THE PRESIDENT: Will you go on, Dr. Marx, and try and keep the witness 
to an answer to the questions which you have no doubt prepared. 

DR. MARX: Very well, Mr. President. 

THE QITNESS: May I, please, as a defendant here say a few words regard- 
in the question -- 

THE PRESIDENT: (Interposing) No, you may certaily note You will answer 


the questions, please, 
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BY DR. MARX: 

Qe Next question. Is there any reason for the assumption that Hitler, 
when he decided that Jews should be exterminated in masses, was subject to any 
influence, or what is to be considered the motive for that dreadful decision? 

Ae The Fuehrer could not be ini'luenced. If somebody had gone to sce him 
and told him that Jews should be killed, then he would have turned him down. 
And, if, during the war someone had gone to him and said "I have learned that 
you are giving the orders that mass exterminations are to be carried out," then 
he would have turned that man down tooe I therefore answer your question by 
saying that the Fuehrer co ld not be influenced. 

Qe In other words, you want to say that his decision was made on his 
own initiative, 

I have already said that that becomes clear from his last will. 
In August 1938 the main synagoge in Nurnberg burned downe Was it set 
on fire by your orders? 

In my Gau, in my district, there were anproximately 15 synagogue 
one main synagogue in Nurnberg, a snller one, and I think there were several 
praying rooms. The main synagogue stood in the middle of the medieval town of 
the Reich. Already before 1933, during the so-called time of struggle, when 
we still had another type of Government, I had stated publicly during a meet- 
ing that it was a disgrace that in the old, medieval city such an oriental, 
tremendously large building should have been put. 

After the seizure of power I told the Lord Mayor that he should have the 
Synagogue dismantled, and at the same time the nlanetariume May I point out 
that after the World far, in the middle of the "ring" of the city and in the 
garden which was there for the recreation of the citizens, a planetarium had 
been built, an ugly brick building. I gave the order to break down that build-- 
ing and said that the main Synagogue, too, should be torn down. 

If it had been my intention to deprive the Jews of their Synagogue, then 
I would have given the order after the seizure of power that every synagogue in 
my district should be torn down, and all synagogues in Nurnberg would have been 


torn down by my orders. 
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But it is a fact that in the spring of 1938 the synagogue, the main 
synagogue, was torn down, The synagogue in the Westheim Strasse in the

new town remained untouched. That the order was given in November of that 


year to burn down the synagogue, tht is no fault of mine, 
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Q In other words, you want to say that you did not order the tearing down of 
these buildings for those reasons but you ordered it because it didn't fit in 
the style of the city? 

A For reasons of town buildings, yes. Originally, I wanted to submit a pict— 
ure to the bureau but unfortunately I didn't get it, 

Q Yes, we have got a picture, 

A Yes, but you can't see the synogogue on it.I don't know whether the Tribuna 
wants to see this picture, this actusl picture of these old houses, but the fron. 
view of the synogogue as it was seen by Hans Sachs square was not visible, I 
don't know whether I may submit this to the Tribunall 

THE PRESIDENT: Yes, certainly. the photograph can be put in, Let us see the 
photograph. 

Di, WRX: In that case, I am submitting it to the Tribunal as evidence and I 
am asking you to accept it accordingly. 

THE PRESIDENT: What will it be, exhibit what? 

DR. MARX: I am afraid I cannot say at themoment, Mr President. I shall take 
t he liberty of stating the number later and for the moment, I am confining my- 

self to having it submitted. I couldn't present it any earlier because the pic- 
ture didn't reach me; it certainly came through within the last days. 

THE PRESILENT: Yes, go on, 

BY DR. MARX: 


Q ‘hen you considered the problem of the synagogues did you rely on any 


architectural experts and their opinion? 


4, I had frequent opportunities to discuss the subject with architects Every 
architect said that there had been counselers who had no architecturd understenée 
ing--was incredible--this one was not in any way against the synagogue as a 
church; it was directed against such building in such a part of the city, and 
strangers whom I used to accompany during the Party rally days, even British and 
American people, used to cross the Hons Sachs square and look, and I said-- I 
remember one case where I said to somebody, "aren't you noticing anything", and 
he didn't; but others stopped and said, quite frightened.''How could that buildin; 
get in amongst those medieval buildings?" I could submit a book, written in 
1é77, which is in the present library and where Professor Bernais, who was famous 
is writing to the authorin Switzerlanc that he had now seen the Hans Sachs Squar. 
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Mr. Streicher, that is enough. In other words, you have indiexted that you 
were relying on the judgment of expert architects and that you can refer to them? 
Yes, 
4t the time when the synagogue was dismantled, didyou make a speech? 

A. Yes, but I want to point out thi the prosecution have submitted an article 
from a daily paper, that has been written by quite a simple young man, and I want 
to state that this article was not a true representation of the statements which 
I had made, 

Q I now come to the demonstration during the Sth, 9th, and 1lOth of November 
1938, “hat can you say about them and which part did you play in that connection? 
Were these danonstrations made by the population on their own initiative? 

A Every year the Gauleiters and Si and SS leaders met the Fuchrer in ijunich 
on the occasion of the historic day, the 9th of November--on the 9th of November 
we have sat down to dinner in the big hell of the Town Hall in liunich and it was 
customary that after dinner, the Fuehrer made a short specch, On the 9th of Novemb. 
1938, I didn't fuel so well, I cid not participate in the dinner and then I leit 
and returned to Nurnberg and I went to bed. It was midnight when I was swakened, 
My driver told me th t the SA leader von Obernitz wants to talk to the Gaulviter. 
I received him and he said the followins: "Gauleiter, you have alrvcady left and th 
idinister of Propaganda Dr Gocbbels spoke ans said..." --If I can only repeat it 
approximately -- said "The Counsellor of the Embassy, von Rath, has been murdered 
in Paris; that it was already the sccond murder sbroad in which 2 prominent Nazi 
wes madc the victim, This murder isn't the murder of the Jow Grucnsp2n; this is an 
action which has been designed by the entire Jewry and something would now have to 
be done," I don't know whether Goebbels said the Fuehrer ordered it, but I only 
remember thot from Okernitz-- He told me that Gocbulls had stated that synagogues 
were to be sect on fire and I cannot now ronembe exactly but I think he also told 
me that Jewish businesses, too, had to liave their windows smashcd and that houses 
should be demolished, So I said to Obernitz, becruse I was surpriscd, Of coursc-- 
I said, "Obernitz, I thik it is wrong that synagogues should be set on fire and at 
this moment I think it is wrong thot Jewish businesses should be dumolished, I 
think this demonstration is wrong. If people arc let loose during the night, perpe- 
trations may happen for which one cannot t: ke responsibility," ind I said to Ober- 
nitz, in particular, "The setting on fire of synagogues is considered wrong by me 
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because abroad and also in amongst the Geriaan people, the opinion might bc formed 
that National Socialism had now storted the fight against religion." Obernitz re- 
plicd "I have the order." I said "Obernitz, I will not assume resposibility in this 
connection." Obernitz left and the deed happened. The thing which I have said under 
oath, it has already been stated by me during several intcrrogetions. Liy driver 
will confirm it, who had knowludge of this night ond was a witness to it. Shortly 
aftcrwords, when he went to bed, he said to his wife whet he had heard up there in 
my bedroom, 

Q Have you finished? 

4& Yes, but you had asked another question. 

h, yes; wxs the action spontaneous; did it come from the pcoplu, did RE, “OF 
their own initiative? 

A In the National Socialist press, after the action there appvared a simil-or 
orticlo, which stated that a spontancous action of the population had revengud the 
murder of von Rath, It had therefore been dcliberately ordcred from Berlin thet 
there should be a public statement, tht the demonstrations of 1936 had been spon- 
tancous; that this was so, that this is something which I have been able to experi- 
ence in Nurnberg and it is remarksble thet the dislike for what had happened during 
those demonstrations expressed itself in thet year in Nurnburg, right down it. wont 
to the Party merbur The prosecution has submitted an crticle which is = report 
about speech which I had made on the 10th of November and thet is a remarkable 
picce ov cvidence for the fact that the people were against this action. I wes 
forced, beens: of the atmosphere which prevailed in Nurnberg, to make a public 
Speech and ecy that one should not have so much sympathy and pity for the Jews. 
That is how th} a vist. ‘apyaivd in November 1936 Perhaps it might be important 
that you should ask ri. acw it is, thet is, how those pcople should have turnce 


down the idea of that 
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Q I thought you had explained that, Who gave the order for the burning 
down of the synagogue on Essenwein Strasse? 

A I don't know who gave the orders I believe it was the SA leader von 
Obernitz. I con't know the details, 

Q Next question: Did you yourself express the fact publicly that you 
disliked these measures? 

amongst leading Party members I said what I have always said 
publicly, and stated that this was wrong. I talked before lawyers during a meet 
ing. I don't know whether my defense counsel was there. I boliove it was still 
in Novenber 1938 that I spoke before the Nurnberg lawyers at a meeting and 
said that what had happened herem durin, thet action, was wrong; it was a wrong 
done to the people and it was wrong before the countries abroad, and I said tha 
anyone who knew the Jewish question as well as I did would understand why I 
considered that demonstration a mistake. 

I don't know whether this was reported to the Fuchrer at that tine, but 
after November 1938 I was never again called by hin when the Fuchrer came to 
Nurnberg, when he came to stay at the Hotel Deutscher Hof, I don't know whether 
this was the reason, but at any rate, I criticized these dononstrations publicl 

Q It is assumed by the Prosecution that in 1938 moro severe treatnent 
of Jows was introduced, Is this true, and what is the oxplanation? 

A In 1938 the Jewish question entered a new ghase. That was shown by 
that ccnonstration, I myself can only say that as far as I know there was no 
preliminary conforence. I assumed that it was done quite impulsively as the 
Fuchrer would do.it, acting on the spur of the moment. Probably as late as the 
9th of November, he ;ot around to saying to Dr, Gocbbels, "The synagazues must 
be burned down." As I said, I myself didn't attend such a meeting, and I don't 
know what happened to bring about this acceleration. 

Q On the 12th of November 1938, the decree was published according to 
which the Jews were to be eliminated from the economic life of the country, Vas 
there a connection between the orders of the 9th and that decree of the 12th, 
and would that connection be duc to the ssame reason? 

A I can only say that I am convinced that there was a connection. The 


decrees which refcrred to the economic field came from Berlin, We didn't have 
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any conferences, I just don't romonber any Gauleiter meetings in which that was 
discussed, That happened just as everything happened; wo weren't previouly 
infornec. 

Q How was it that not you, but the defendant Rosenberg was given the 
task of looking aftcr the question? 

A “osonberg was the Spiritual trustoe of the movement, but he hadn't bey 
given this particular task. He had been given neithor the task of this domons- 

t 
tration nor economic tasks. 

Q I think Rosenberg had given the task, by the leaders of the State, of 
taking carc of tho enlightenment on racialepolitical grounds. It wasn't you, way 
it? How can that be explained? How can it ba explained that you werentt choosen} 

A Rosenberg, as he himself said, met tho Fuchrer very carly, and intecl- 
lectually, and because of his knowledge, he was suited to take on this job. I 
devoted mysclf to popular enlichtemnent, 

ESIDENT: Dr. Marx, ho has told us that he wasn't given the task. Un- 
less he had some communication with nosensers he can't tell us anything more 


about it oxcept that ho wasn't given the task, All the rest is mere comment and 


BY DR. 1X: 
Q I now put the next question to you: Was thore, during tho year of 1939 
an order issued that you nustn't speak? 

In tho auturn of 1939, my onoies at last achicved that the Fuche 
rer, without asking me previously, and through Party MombersHess, issucd a write 
ten order stopping me fron making spocchos, The threat of immediate arrost was 
contained therein, if I sh_uld infringe this ordor,. 

Q Isn't it also correct that in 1938 there even seened to be an inclina-~ 
tion to stop the publication of the Stuermer = I moan in Goverment circles? 

A Such intentions existed quite often, and perhaps I should refor to two 
documents in this connection to save tine. 

The Prosecution has submittod copies of a letter of Hinmler and Baldur von 
Schirach, and I can give an explanation right now. At that time, in 1939, there 
were intentions of prohibiting the Stuormer. Bormann had evon issued some such 


order, and that chief editor of tho Stuermer was writing to prominont members 
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of the Party, asking them to state their opinion about the 
Stuermer, and letters were received from Himmler and von Schirach 
Altogether, I think about 15 letters were mceived from prominent 
members of the movement, and they were serely kind replies to my 
énquiries. 

2 Is it true that at the outbreak of war you were not madc 
Armed Forces District Commissioner in your Gau? 

JA 35 « 

Q And how can that be explained? 

A Oh well, maybe that isn't quite so important. That is 
how conditions were at the time. There were ca@tain personal 
attitudes. It is of no significance. At any rate, I didn't 
become an Armed Forecs District Commissioner. 

Q The Prosecution has stated that after the first of 
Septomber 1939, the persecution of the Jews inercased more and 
more . What do you think that was due to? 

A That question could only be answered by the Fuehrer, 
not by mec, 

Q But don't you think it had something to do with the 
outbreak of war? 

A Well, the Fuehrer said so repeatedly, publicly, yes. 

Q Before the Supreme Party Court, proce: dings wove 
instituted against you. How did that happen? What was tho 
outcome, and the result of that trial? 

A I am grateful that I have an opportunity to state quite 
bricfly before this International Military Tribunal some thing 
which I had to keep silent about up to nov because of the Fuehrer 
Order. I myself had introduced proceedings against myself before 
the Supreme Party Court so as to defend myself against people who 
were denouncing me. I was being accuscd -- 

THE PRESIDENT (Interposing): Is the defendant talking about 
some order which Hitlor gave that he was not to be allowed to Spea. 


or is he talking about something else? 
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You remember, Dr. Marx, that certain allegations were struck 
out of the record. If he is talking about those, it scocms to Me 
that we have got nothing whatcver to do with it. Am I not right 
in recollecting that something was struck out of the record? 

DR. MARX: Yes, Mr. President, but only one passage from tlhe 
Goering Report was left out, which was one dealing with that 
affair refcrring to the three young persons, but ovorything clse 
was maintained by the Pfosecution, and the Defonsc, thercfore, 
must refer to these points. The Prosecution didn't say, of 
course, that they were dropping the entire Gocring report, and 
in that connection these proceedings before the Supreme Party 
Court play an impprtant part. He can “fiake a bricf statement on 
it. 

THE PRESIDENT: All rigt. 

DR. MARX: And I can so direct hin. 

BY DR. MARX: 

Q Be bricf, witness, be brief. 

A It was important that I instituted procecdinzs against 
myself. There were about ta@m points which had boon raised agains 
me, and among them was a mattor reforrins to som sheres, and an 
affidavit existed which stated that I had been sentonced. May 
State here that the trial was never compicted and no sentence was 
passed. 

That is the answer to the question which you put to me. 

g That share business, is that somthing with reference 


te shares of the Marx works? Of course, we'll come to that lator. 


And then you were ordered to the Pleikerthof? 
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A I was ordered to stay on the farm and I had the intention never 
again to voluntarily be active in the Party movement and what is correct 
is that the Gestapo did supervise, did watch me and every visitor was called 
to the police station and interrogated regarding the discussion which they 
had. That is a fact, 

Q Once you were at the Pleikerthof did you have any connections, 
say in writing, with any leading personalities in the Party or state? 

A No. As far as prominent persons in the movement and in the 
state is concerned I had no written contact with them and that is why the 
Prosecution could hardly find any letters. I never referred to the Jew- 
ish problem in writing or any such matters, So as.‘to your question exactly, 
I shall have to state I have had no contact or correspondence with promin- 
ent persons in the Party or the state. 

Q Were you informed of any intended measures against the Jews 
after the outbreak of war or were you consulted on these questions? 

A Noe 

Q What was your relationship to Himmler? Did you know him at all 
closely? Did you discuss measures against the Jews with him at my time or 
did he talk about intended mass executions? 

A I knew Himmler just as I knew the SA or SS leaders. I knew him 
from joint meetings and rallies, Gauleiter conferences. On no occasion 
did I have a political discussion with Himmler. He then, once or twice 
in the presence of others, touched upon this matter or the other, The 
last time I saw Himmler was in Nurnberg when he spoke before officers in 
the Casino, the officers' mess, When that was I cannot say exactly but 
I think it was shortly before the war. I never had a talk about the Jew- 
ish problems with him, he himself was enlightened. He had an organ of 
his own called the "Black Corps", 

What his inner attitude toward me was, that is something I discovered 
when I was still on my farm, There were denunciation against me which 


reached him. It was stated that I was being too humane to French prisoners 


of war and shortly after that I received a letter, in which he blamed me, 


seriously accused me and I did not answer, He made no previous inquiries 
and asked me whether these denunciation were true but he was accusing me 
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seriously and I am stating quite openly that it was my feeling at the 
time that it might be quite possible that even I might lose my liberty and 
be arrested. That was my relationship to Hima cr. 

Q That is enough. 

During this trial a number of higher SS uw: 1 police leaders were men- 
tioned who played a leading part in the Jewisk »wrsecutions, as for in- 
stance, Heydrich, Eichmann, Ohlendorf and soon ‘ere there any connect- 
iens between you and one of those higher SS ane nolice leaders? 

A The names which you have mentioned w< *e heard by me for the 
first time here during interrogations. I did nos know these gentlemen. 
They probably saw me but there was no contact be swuen myself and the higher 

SS and police leaders, There had never been a .xonference nor had I ever 
gone to any of Himmlerts offices or any ministry’: in Berlin so that there 
were never any discussions or conferences. 


Q The Prosecution have drawn the cornc41ston from numerous articles 


in the Stuermer that as early as 192 and 19:3 grou had knowledge of the 
. 


mass executions of Jews which had taken place srgd I should like you to make 
a statement on the subject and tell us when and in Which way you heard of 
these mass executions which had taken place in the east. 

A I had subseribed to the Israelitic weel#ly appearing in Switzer= 
land. Sometimes that weekly journal contained hint: that something was 
not quite in order somewhere and I think it was a the end of 3 or 194) 
that an article appeared in this Jewish weekly, i which it said that in 
the east, I think it was Poland, masses of Jews wege disappearing. The 
article to which I am referring will probably be pfesented here but I am 
stating quite frankly that these Israclitic weeklig@s in Switzerland did 
not represent an authoratiative source to me. It dd not quote figures; 
it did not talk about mass executions 3 it just meniticoned Gisappearances. 

Q Have you finished? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you make a proposal in the Stuermer about the solution of 
the Jewish question and did that go even during the war? 

A Yes. 


And in what sense? 
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A As I have already said yesterday, I represented the point of 
view that the Jewish question can only be solved internationally since 
there were Jews amongst all the nations. For that reason wev-were 
publishing articles in my weekly journal referring to the Zionist demand 
that a Jewish state should be created, as it had been proposed in the 
Balfour declaration. There were therefore, two possibilities as to a 


preliminary solution amongst the nations and then there was the creation 


of a Jewish state. During the war, I think it was in 191 or 192, we 


had written another article which was to be censored in Berlin and the 
draft, which had been submitted, was returned by the censor with the ree 
mark that the article must not be published since it was proposing 
Madagascar as the location for the Jewish state. The political relations 
with France were given as the reason why that article shovld not be pub- 
lished, 

Q If, therefore, you had expected that question to be solved by 
mass executions would you have written that article? 

A At that time it would have been nonsensical to write it, 

Q Weren't you wondering about the fact that you were dealing 
with the Jewish question from a biased standpoint? Did you not consider 
that those qualities of the Jews which are described as great were com- 
pletely ignored by you? 

A I did not understand the question. Perhaps Iidid not hear it 
quite clearly, 

Q You can be accused that you were only reporting the biased, 
one=sided qualities of the Jews whereas the other qualities of the Jew- 
ish people were not being discussed by you. What is the explanation? 

A I think that that question is really superfluous. It is a 
perfectly natural affair that I, as an anti-semitic person and considering 
how I learned about the Jews, was in no way interested in doing that. 
Perhaps the advantages which you or some others might recognize in the 
Jews: were not recognized by me, that is possible. But at any rate I was 
not interested in making research which might show particular advantages 
one might ascertain in that connection. 

THE PRESIDENT: This would seem a good time to break off, 


(A recess was taken) -8527= 
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Did you visit concentraticn camps? 
Yes. I visited the concentration camp at Dachau. 
When was that? 

Ae iI believe the first time on the occasion that all gauleiters were 
called together. I believe 1935 or soe I don't know for sure -- 1934 of 
1935 or 1933 -- I don't know, 

Qe At what intervals did you then visit these camps. It is said that 
every four weeks you had been in Dachaue Mr. Streicher, always will you make 
& short pause efter my question and only then begin with your answer? 

Will you repeat3 

It is asserted that you had been in Dechau every four weekse What 

intervals between your visits? 

Altogether I was four times at Dachau. 

It has been asserted that after each of your visits in Dachau, that 
after that date Jews disappearede 

Ae That I don't know -- whether Jews disapneared. 


Qe ‘Wheat caused you to visit Dachau rencatedly? 


Ae I went to Dachau to visit in prison social democratic and communistic 
functionaries -- to have them introduced to me, and I don't know how many 
hundreds of them. Every time when I was in Dachau I sew to it thet & number, 
ten or twenty, were selected, of whom it had been found out by the police that 
they had no criminal sentences «= no previous criminal sentence I selected 


them from the entire number and then, ot Christmas of every year, I had them 
brought to Nurnberg into the Hotel Deutscher Hof, where I brought them torether 
with their wives and children and gave them a communal dimer. They were 
quartered and took part ino dinner. I should like to add to the Tribunal for 


the bonefit of the people of Nurnberg that I may be permitted to make a state- 


ment as to why I took these communists oute I was broucht into Porty proceede- 


ings because I did that. There are certain rumors which are not true. May I 


in 


therefore make a short statement as to why I did it? 
DR. MARX: I wold like to ask the Tribunal to approve, Mr. President, 
so that the reasons why the Defendant -- 
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THE PRESIDENT: Yes, as long as it is brief. 

Qe Yes, please be brief. 

Ae When I walked through the streets of Nurnberg children approached me 
ond said, "My father is in Dachaue" Women came and asked to get their hus- 
bands backe I knew many of these officials from the time when they spoke in 

ions with revolutionary meetings, and for these people I could vouche 
know only one case where I was wrong in the selection of those people. All 
the others kept their word which they gave me, and there are the other Party 
members who are sitting here in the dock who see that I did not want to harm 
my country but that I wanted to commit humane acts, and did so, 

Qe Now i come tc the picture books which appeared in the Stuermer 

publishing house. You know that two picture books were published, one with the

title "Do not frust the Fox in the Field", and the other one the title 
"The Poisoned Mushroome" Do you assume responsibility for these nicture books? 
Yese May I say in conclusion that for everything which was written 
by my assistants or which came from the outside to my paver I assume 
responsib 
10 was the author of > picture books? 
The book "Don't Trust the Fox in the Field and No Jew Under 
by a young girl artist. She made the drawings and also the 
Dr. Martin Luther. 
picture book was made by the editor-in-chief of the Stuermer, 
who before had been a teacher. The reason for publishing these two books was 
that there had occurred two criminal cases in Nurnberg which had been tried 
here in this courtroom, as much as I knowe There was a manufacturer, Touis 
Schloss. 
de Mr. Streicher, we do not want to hear that now. My question was only 
as to who was the author of these books and whether you assumed the responsi- 
bility for these two books. 
Ae It is for the Tribunal of importance, of course, to know how it came 


about that all of a sudden two picture books appeared, and I om only sveaking 


here of court cases. There are contlemen here who could testify to it who were 
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here in this court and were present during the proceedingse Only thus can 
one understand why these books were published. They were the answers to Sects 
that had occurred. 

Qe Yes, but only deal with the accusations made against youyg that by 
doing so the minds of youths were impressed in a way which was neither 
necessary nor beneficial, but poisoning. 

I would like to prove by my statements thet we wanted to protect 
youth, because facts had occurred. 

Qe Yes, but you could hardly understand the case Schlosse 

Ae No, there were public discussions in Nurnberg, and beyond that all 
throughout Germany. 

Qe As far as I am concerned, this question is answered, Mr, President. 

But for me as Defendant, 
THE PRESIDENT: You told us that the books were published to answer 
facts which had occurred heree hat is sufficient. 

Qe Witress, another serious accusation made by the Prosecution against 
you is that a special issve concerning ritual murders had been published in 
the firm of the Stuermer and also appeared in the Stuermer. How did this 
special issue come about and what was the cause for it. Were you the author 
of that svecial issue. 

Ae Noe 

ho was the author? 


My collaborator, editor-inechicf at that time, Karl Holze But I 


%e Wasn't it so that already during the 20's you dealt with that question 


in the Stuermer? 
Yes; and in public spee 
Had you published these. This very serious affair in 1935, 


Ae I should lize to ask my counsel to express no judgment about what I 


have written. You con ask me but you cannot judge. The Pro 


secution is going 


to do thate You have asked me how this issue came aboute I will exvlain 


briefly. 853 Ove 
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DR. MARX: Excuse mee Mr. President, I have to protest with the fact 
that ifr. Streicher here, in the course of his interrogation by me criticizes 
the manner in which I put my questions. Therefore, I ask for the permission 
of the court to state my position about it, because otherwise I could not 
ask my questions. 

THE PRESIDENT: You have already stated your position and the Tribunal 
has given you full support in your position. Will you please continue? 

And let me tell you this Defendant, that if you are insolent to your 
counsel or to the Tribunal the Tribunal will not be able to continue the 
hearing of your case at this momente You will kindly treat your counsel and 
the Tribunal with due courtesy. 

THE NITNESS: May I ask to say something about this? I want to repeat 
my question. 

THE PRESIDENT: No. Answer the questions, nlease. 

BY DR. MARX: 

Q The Prosecution, concerning that ritual murder story, accuses you 
that without materials you treated the whole thing, and only referring to a 
story out of the liddle Ages What, in brief, was your source? 

In that issue the sources are mentioned, Nothing was published 
without at the same time giving the source, It indicated thet there was a 
book written by a former rabbi who had been converted to Christianity, in the 
Greek language. We found out that there had been a publication by a high 
clergyman of Milan, a book which appeard in Germany for the last fifty years, 
and also under the democratic government Jews have not complained about that 
books 

That ritual murder issue refers to court files which are located in Rome 
-- files which are at courte There are pictures which show that in twenty- 
three cases the church itself has dealt with that question +- twenty-three 
cases where noneJews had been killed by ritual murder, They had been sacrificec 
Pictures and sculpture were shown as illustrations, and also the source was 


pointed out. Even a ease in “ngzland was mentioned, and one in Kiev, Russic. 
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But in that connection I should like to say, as I have told 
it to the Jewish officer herc, that we never wanted to asscrt the 4 
o of Jcowry were ready to commit ritual murders. But it is a 
fact that within Judah the sect exists which comnittcd these 
murders, and until recently I have asked my counssl that ho 
should submit to the Court the file of Piseck in Cacchoslovakia, 
where recently a court of appeal has confirmed a casc of ritual 
MUrcor. 

MR. JUSTICE JACKSON: I object to this statcmont, your Honor, 
Afccr his Counsel has refused to subait it, the witness insi 
on stating here the contents of a court record. This is 
orderly way to make charscs against the Jewish poople. Streiche 
says he is asking Counsel to subnit. His Counscl apparently has 
refused, whereupon hoe starts to give ovidence that ho knows in 
any case is a resume of the matters which his Counsel has 
aGeclinsd to submit hero. It scuns to m that having appointed 
Counsel to conduct his case, ho hes shown repeatodly that ho is 
not willing to conduct his case in an ordorly manner. He ought 
to bo returned to his ccll and any further statcmcnts that he 
wishes to make to this Court transmitted throuzh his Counscl in 
writing. This is ontircly unfair and contcmptuous of the Court. 

THE PRESIDENT: Dr. Marx, I think you bhottcr continue 

DR. MARX: I @hould like to say that tiat closes this affair 
The esscntial thine is that all that can bo said is that he 
treated the casc without material, without sourccs. The 
Defense is not intercstod in that any further. According to 
“iy recollection, I also suggested to a gontleman of tho 
Prosecution, if possible, to leave out that one mattcr, because 
it is possible that the mattor is so grucsome and so horrible 
that it is bettor not to treat it. But the Defcndant only 


wanted to s that only on the basis of various matcrials he 


ay 
dcalt with th 
t 


© case, and I bolievo that is sufficicnt. Tha t 


would close the mattor. 
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Q Now, Mr. Streicher, again and again I have montioned 
the mistake that you go too far in your explanations and that you 
Ciscuss things which may be called propaganda on your part. I 
Should like to ask you for the last timo to stick to tho 
answering of my questions and leave out anything unnecessary 
and in your own interests. You have been accused that in your 
district you repeatedly committed acts which were crises against 
humenity, mistreatment of people who lived in your Gau, and 
you are also accused specifically thet you mistreated the 
political prisoncr, a man of the name of Steinruch, that you 
visited him in his ccll and beat him thore. Is that corroct? 

A 53. 

Q Was Steinruch a Jow? 

A No. 

Q For what reason did you do that? 

A Steinruch in a public place had made statenents before 
many witnesses, derogatory statencnts about the Fuehrer, 


libelous statonents. Heo was at police hcadquartars and I had 


Spoken to tle police president about it and told him that I 


should like to look at that Stcinruch oneo and to 20 with ay 
adjutant. The Gooring report says that a party member, Holz, 
was thore too, but that is not correct.

Q What about the incident in the Kuenstlerhaus in Munich? 
A I cane to Munich and into the place called 
Kuonstlerstaette, or something like that. I was received by the 
manager and at that moment a young fellow who was terribly drunk 


approached me and shouted, and the managor protested 
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against it and told him to go away. But the drunken young fcllow came back again 
and my chauffour grabbed hin, My son helped hin. They walked hin into another 
roon and beat him up and then the owner of the inn thanked me that hoe had peace 
fron that drunk now, 

anc. how I should like the Tribunal's permission that I may vory bricfly say 
something about that one case which I beliove the Prosccution also has dropped, 
whore I was accused of saddistic tendencies =~ 

You know perfectly woll that that incident has been stricken 

from the record and is not, therefore, ocuntioned against you, so that it is quite 
unnecossary to go into it. The Tribunal cannot hear you on it. 

Q Now, from the so-called Goorin: roport I should like to »wt up to you 
somc points which have boen mentioned by the Prosecuticn. You know that after the

He did the Aryani- 
zation in the office of the Labor front with the officials there, and 
in Berlin later, during the meeting with the Reichsmarshal, I found out 
the true facts, Therefore, we had a dispute, Holz and myself, and a 
break in relations because I had to reject the manner in which Aryani- 
zation had been taken care of. 

Q Furthermore, you are accused, for purposes of personal enrich- 
ment, of having acquired:’shares of the Mars Works at Nurnberg at an 
extraordinarily low price and that in the course of the acquisition, a 
certain pressure was exerted on the owner of the shares. 

A It says in the Goering report literally that I had given an 
order and in another place ti:st I had given a. specific command to acquire 
the Mars shares for myself, I state here that I neither gave an order 
nor a specific command to acquire the Mars sharas. 

The whole thing sesurred thus: Mv cnief of the publishing firm had 
power of attorney busause I personally never, through all the years, 
bothered with finaneia®. om pustiness matters, and he had a power of attorney 
and he could do what as wanted. One iar he came to se@me with my adju- 
tant. Now, I do nos reecilert whether the adjustant was the one yho 
goke or the manager of the firm. 7” was told the following: An attorney 
had calied and said that the Mars Wor're shaves rere offered for sale at 
a very low price and would I agrse to it. i said that never before in 
my life had I owned any shares, that I never bothered about financial 
matters in my publishing firm and that if the thought that he should 


acquire those shares, then he could do it. The shares were bought It 


was the most severe breech of confidence which was ever committed by any 


one of my assistants or Party Members. After a short time, I was 
informed as to how these shares had been acquired. I found out that the 
owner had been threatened, When I found out under what conditions the 
purchase had been madey I gave the order at once to return the shares, 
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In the Goering report it states that they were returned. Among the 
confiscated shares of my publishing business, there is an official 
statement, a document, about that affair which shows that these shares had 
been returned, 

In this connection, maybe I am permitted to say that my publishing 
firm, until the end of the war, was in a private house. At the time of 
the Aryanization, somebody approached méy saying that for my publishing 
firm, cn@ cculd easily acquire an Aryanized house. TI refused that, and 
I state here in conclusion that I have in my possession nothing from 
Jewish property. 

When that demonstration occurred in 1938, jewels had been brought in 
to the Gass house. These pieces of jewelry were turned over to the 
police. A man who was the holder of the Honorary Party Emblem was con- 
victed and sentenced to six years because he took a ring and another piece 


of jewelry and gave it to his girl friend, 
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I may add one thing: that the fault when wearers of Party 
Emblems did things like that rests perhaps with those who gave 
the order, "Go to the Jewish houses now." 

The man, as much as I knew him, had always been persomlly 
decent, but here, on the basis of that order, he came into a 
position where he committed the crime. 

I have finished what I wanted to say. 

Q Was it not true that the accusations made by the 
manager of the publishing firm, Fink, before the Party, even 
before the police interrogation, were different in the min 
points from what you have told us now? 

A. The whole thing was that Fink, the manager, had been 
called to police headquarters and interrogated. The police 
president was very much interested in the interrogation since for 
many years he had been a friend of mine and frequently visited me 
in my house. Fink came from that interrogation very much 
excited. He paced up and down in front of me and shouted loudly, 
"I was threatened. I have made statements which are not true. 
I am a heel. I am a criminal." A witness of that incident 
was my chauffeur. I calmed him down and told him, “I have been 
interrogated once also. I was even imprisoned once." 

THA PRISIDENT: Is it necessary to go in such detail into 
this na tter? 

DR. MARX: Well, excuse me, Mr. President. Perhaps this 
would be essehtial because in this report, reference is made to 
the testimony of Fink, and it is attempted to prove that the 
explanations mde by Streicher are wrong, that ho gave the order 
to purchase these sharcs and possibly under threats, and that he 
ordered and approved it, whereas he says that he neither knew 
that these shares were bought at such a low price, nor that 
pressure, blackmail, was used on that occasion. 

If that is not important, then, of course, we can close 


the matter, 
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THE PRESIDENT: That is what he has already said. He has 
said that quite clearly, has he not. I was only sugzesting that 
it was not necessary to go into such detail on the mtter. 

Q Witness, it may be of some importance to sti:te what the 
development of the Sturmer was since 1933, as far as circulation 
is concerned. Can you give us a short description about the 
circulation of the Sturmer and ‘then I shall put another question 
to you. 

A The Sturmer appeared in 1923 in small size, and in the 
beginning, it had a circulation of 2,000 to 3,000 copies. Later 
the circulation increased to 10,000. At that time the Sturmer 
was, until 1933, really only in Nurnberg, in my gau, my district, 
and possibly also in Southern Bavaria. The publisher was a man 
who owned a bookshop and he did the whole work with one san in the 
beginning, then with two, and that is proof for the fact that 
circulation was very small. 

In 1955--and I say this with certain reservations because it 
may be that the publisher did not always tell me the correct 
figures and I had no written contract with hin--I say with 
reservations that in 1933 I believe the circulation was 25,000 
Copies. 

In 1935 the publisher died, and at that tim it was, I 
believe 40.900. Then the firm came into the hands of an expert, 
and he rm-organized it to cover all of Germny. The circulation 
increased tc 100,000, and up as high as 600,000. It fluctuatad, 
went back and dropped during the war. I could not say correctly, 
but I believe it was to about 150,000 to 200,000. 

Q You said thet a new ‘san ro-organized it to cover all of 
Germany. On that occasion, for that purpose, was the Party 
machinery utilized, and were there not industries and other 
groups--the German Labor Front--which were utilized in order to 


incroase the circulation forcibly? 
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A Well, the attitude of the Party was manifested by a letter, 
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which was sent to all Gaus or districts, signed by Bormann. There it 
was expressly pointed out that the Stuermer was not a party organ, it 
had nothing to do with the Party. Thereupon several Gauleiters found 
it necessary to order that the Stuermer could not appear in their Gaus 
any more, 

Now, within the organizations there were Party members who, out of 
idealism or for other reasons, were interested and who intervened for 
the distribution of the Stuermer; that is clear, However, I myself, 
neither in writing nor orally, have even given any order to any Party 
organization in support of the Stuermer. 

Q Mr. Streicher, before 1933 you had been before the courts 
repeatedly because of your articles and your attitude manifested in the 
Stucrmer. “ould you give us a short explanation of how often that occ- 
urred and what the consequences were for you? 

A How often? I could not answer that today, but it was fre- 
quently; I was frequently before the courts. 

You ask me about the consequences. I was repeatedly in jail, but 
I may say proudly that in those sentences it stated, in many cases, " an 
incorruptible fanatic of the truth," 

That was the consequence of my activity as a speaker and writer, 
but perhaps it is important to state the following: I never came before 
a court on account of criminal charges, but only because of my anti- 
Semitic activities. The people who made the charges were members of an 
organization of citizens of the Jewish faith. The Chairman said the 
following repeatedly when we slipped so far as language was concerned and 
therefore brought about a possibility of being brought before a court 


because of certain existing laws. I want to point out here that the 


Jewish Justizrat, Dr. Sisheim, the attorney who was my opponent, stated 


before the Court here in this courtroom, "Gentlemen of the Tribunal, he 
is our unfailing enemy, but he is a fanatic for the truth. He is con- 
vineed of what he does; he is honest about it." 


THE PRESIDENT: What years were they that you were repeatedly in jails 
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THE WITNESS: That was, of course, before 1933. The first time 
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I came to Landsberg, to prison, because JI took part if the Hitler Putsch. 


Then I got three and a half months here in this jail in Nurnberg where 


I am now. Then I got three months-= 

THE PRESIDENT: You needn't bother with the details, 

THE WITNESS: That is to say, before 1933 I was repeatedly 
sentenced to jail or fined, 

DR. MARX: Mr. President, the Goering report also mentions 
the fact that the defendant Streicher personally was interested in 
certain Jewish industries in order to get some capital out of them. 
However, I am of the opinion that it is not essential to deal with these 
points. The same applies to the fact that the Bodenseee=Lake of Constance-= 
was. sold, and to whom. I do not know whether the defendant should make 
any statements about this here. In my opinion there is no cause to ask 
him any questions concerning that. 

THE FRESIDENT: I think you could leave that and see whether 
it is taken up in cross-examinatione If it is, then you may re-examine 
hime 

DRe MARX: Yes, certainly. 

Mre President, this concludes my questions to the defendant. 

THE PRESIDENT: Do any members of defendants! counsel wish 
to ask questions of the defendant?

The policy was to create a new faith for the Gornan 
people, a faith which would negate the chaos end disorder and 
which would bring about a roturn to order. 

Q May I take it that within s short course of tine you 
knew the policy, the policy accordinz to tho Party progre:i and 
accordins to Mein Kanpf? 

A I did not nood a Party progran. I adnit frankly that 
I never read it in its cntircty. At that tice prosrans were 
not important, but ass domonstrations-- 

Hi PRESIDENT; Answer tho qucstion. Tne question was 
whether, & short ti.w after 1922, you knew the policy as 
Party progran and in Moin Kampf. 
He WITNESS: Yes. 
BY COLONSL GRIFFITH JONES: 
You knew, did you not, that the policy included the 
Anschluss with Austria? Can you answor that yos or no? 

A No. There was nover anythin mentioned of Austria. 
I do not renmonber that the Fuchrer cvor spoke about tho fact 
thet Austria should be annexed, 

A I only want you to answer my question. My question 
was: Did you know that the Fuchrer's policy was the annexation 
of Austria to Germany? I understand your answor to be "not, 
Is that corroct? 

A That he intqmded it? No, that I do not know. 


Q Did you know thet hoe intended to take ovor Czcchoslovaki 
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or at least the Sudetenland? 

A NO. 

Q Did you know thet from the start in Mein Kanpf his 
ultiocate objective was Lebensraun? 

A What I have read in Moin Kempf is marked in road. The 
book has buen confiscated. I read only that which concerns the 
Jowish guostion; I did not read anything olsec. However, that wo 
hag to acquire Lebonsraum for our people, thet zoos without 
waying. I personally had thet ain, to contribute in whatevor way 
for & botter future for a larze nunber of poople. 

9) May I teke it thet during the year 1922, until 1923, as 
ecitor and owner of the. Stuernmcr, and as a Gaulcitcr from 1925, 
you did everything you could to put the Nazi Party into powcr? 

A Yor that is a mnattocr of coursc. 

Q And aftor 1953 did you continuously support and iss 
propaganda on behalf of the Nazi Party policy? 

A Yes. 

Q Not only in respect of the Jewish question, but of 
the foroisen policy as woll? 

A No, that is not corrcct. In the Stuorsicr you would 
not find a single article which dcsls with forei n policy. 

And-- 

Theat is quite enough. I am not going to occupy very 
much tine over this mtter. However, I would ask you to look at

COLON4L GRIFFITH JONES: My Lord, this is a now exhibit. 

THS PRESIDENT: Which will be what? 

COLONEL GRIFFITH JONES: GB-327. 

My Lord, I an sorry, but tho docurent scems to be nm 
for the moment. Perhaps I might read the oxtract. 

BY COLONEL GRIFFITH JONES: 

C Let me just read you an oxtract from an article which 

you wrote in the Stuormor of March 1938, immediately after the 
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Anschluss with Austria. I want you to tell me whether or not 
you are advocating the Nazi policy in rogard to Austria: 

"We must make sure that the powor of the Jews does not grow 
up to heaven itsclf. What was only a dream up to a few days agp 
has now become a reality. The sister nation of Austria has 
returned hore to the Reich.* 


And then, a few lines furthcr down: 
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le are approaching wonderful times, a greater Germany without Jews." 

Do you say that you are not there issuing propagandaon behalf of the Nazi 
policy? 

A Ihave not issued propaganda policies. Austria was already annexed. 


I just welcomed the facte I did not need to make any more propaganda aout ite 
Q Very well. Perhaps you'll tell me what you mean by the "greater 

Germany" that you are approaching. ‘hat greater Germany are you approaching in 

March, 1938, a Germany greater than it was after the Anschluss with Austria? 

A A greater Germany (Grosse Deutschland), a living area in which all 
pecple who speak Germany or are of German blood could live togethere 

Q Do I understand that you are advocating "Lebensraum", greater space, 
n ot yet advocated by Germany? 

A Af first not, now At first we only dealt with Austria and Germany. 
The Austrians are Germans and, therefore, belong into a greater Germany e 

Q I won't argue with youe I will just ask you once more, what do you 
mean by the "greater Germany" thet you are approaching in March of 1938? 

A I sad that already, a Germany where all those can live and work 
together who speak German and have German blood. 

Q@ Would you look at De118, which will become GB-238. Perhaps I can 
carry One In November of 1938, after Munich, did you, yourself, personally 
send a telegram to Conrad Henlein, the leader of the Sudeten-German Party? 

A If it says so there, then that will be true. I do not recall it. 

Let me refresh your recollection as to what yousaid. 

"yithout your courageous preparatorywrk the great act would not have 
succeedede" 

Are you there advocating and issuing propaganda in support of the policy 
of the Nazi Government? 

A TI have toask you again, would you please repeat your que stion?

"The 'Stuprmer's! 15 years of wrk of enlightenment ms already led am 
army cf those who know, millions strong, to National Socialism." 

Is that so? 

That is correct, 

Q You sec, you were telling the Tribunal this morning tmt up until 
1933, end indeed afterwards, the circulation cf y_ur paper wrs only very 
small. Is it truc, in fact, tht yur 15 years of work had led an ary , 
millions strong, to National Socialisn? 

4& I have said today that the moment the press was coorcinatec, there 
were 3,000 newspapers serving the purpose of enlicshteing ab ut the Jewish 
problem. There were 3,000 caily pazers of the size of "Der Stuermer,"! 


Furthermre — 


Q Very wll. I con't think yu need go on. Let me just finish 


reading throush that paragraph: 

"The continued work of the 'Stuermer! will help to insure that evory 
German down to the last man will, with heart and hand, join the ranksof 
those whose aim it is to crush the head of the serpent Pan-Judah," 

Wait one moment, let re ase my question, There is nothing there absut an 
intornational problen, You are addressing yourself to the German people, are 
you not? 

Yes, That article? Yes. If that article was read abroad, then of 
course I was also talking to ¢ untries abroad, but the ronark ab ut crushing 


the serpent's head, that is a Biblical expression, 
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Q Will you now let us ciscuss for a moment the breaking up of the 


synagogue in Nurnberg, which you have told @m about, on the lOth of August 


of 1938. Will you look at Page 41 of the book that you have in front of you, 


page 42 of the English document book that the Tribunal has, 

Now, we have heard your explanation of that breaking up of the synagogue. 
Tec "Fraenkische Ta cszcitung" .f the llth of August states this: 

"In Nuernberg the symngorue is being demolished, Julius Streicher himself 
in his greatest work by speech, lasting more than an hour md a half" -- were 
you talkin;; to the inhabitants of Nuernbers upon the architectural value of 
their city for an hour and a half on the 10th of Aurust 1938? 

A I camot longer recollect in detail what I have said, but I refer to 
what you have just remarked, and what is important, or what I found important, 
is that there was a branch of the Propaganda Uinistyy in Nuernbers, The 
chief had press conferences with the editors every cay, and at that tire 
during the press conferences he told the editors that Sireichor was spe aking 
and that the synagogue was being demolished md that this was to be kept a 


secret. 
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Q I asked you, were you talk’ng for that hour and a half on the 
architectural beauties of Nurnberg and not egainst the Jews? Is that what 
you are telling us? 

A That, tool; of course, that too. 

Q At the press conference, to vhich you referred — you no doubt have 
seen the document; it is page 0 of the Tribunal's document book == you 
remember that it was arranged that the show should be arranged in a big way, 
the show of pulling down the synagogues What was the object of arranging 
the demonstration to demolish that synagogue in such a big way? 

A Iwas merely speaking -- what you are hinting here, that was done by 
the representative of the Ministry 02 Propaganda but I wouldn't object to it, 
if you decided to assume, to let me put it like that, that I was in the 
interest of making a big show if I had been asked. 

Q Let me just ask you now a word about the demonstrations which followed 
that in November of that yeare 

LT. COL. GRIFFITH-JONES: ify Lord, I refer to page 43 of the document 
book; 2 of the Germane 
BY LT. COL. GRIFFITH-JONES: 

Q As I understand it, you tell us that you disapproved of those 
demonstrations that took place and they took place without your knowledge or 
previous knowledgee Is that corre ct, yes or no? 

A Yes, it is correct, 

Q I just want to remind you of what you said on the following day, the 
10th of November. This is an account of what happened: "In Nurnberg and 
Furth, it described the demonstrations by the crowd against the Jewish 
murderse These lasted until the early hours of the morning ¢" 

I now pass to the end of that varagraph: "After midnight the excitement 
of the public has reached its peak and the large crowd marched to the synagogue 
in Nurnberg and Furth and burned those two Jewish buildings where the murder 
of Germans had been preahhede"’ That is what happenede 

This is now what you saye 

TT. COLONEL GRIFFITH-JONES: It is on page lk of the document book, 


my Lorde 
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BY LT. COLONEL GRIFFITH-JONES: 

Q "From the cradle, the Jew is not being taught like we aree Such 
text as !Thou shall love your neighbor as theyself! or 'If you are smitten 
on the left cheek offer then your richt onets Noe Ho is told ‘With the 
non-Jew you can do whatever you likee? He is even taught the slaughtering 
of a non-Jew is an act pleasing to Gode For twenty years we have been writin: 
about this in 'Der Stuermere! For twenty years we have been preaching it 
throughout the world and we have mado millions recognize the truth," 

Docs that sound as though you had disapproved of the demonstrations 
that had taken place the night before? 

A First of all, I must state that the report, part of which you read, 
was appearing in a daily paper; therefore, it is a possibility that someone 
wrote that parts of the Nation arose against the murders and, then, that is 
in keeping with the order for tho Propaganda Ministry in Berlin -- But to 
start with, that was described as a spontancous demonstration. 

Q That does not answor my questione Does that passage that I have 
read, sound as though you had disapproved of the demonstrations that had taken 
place the night before; does it or docs it not? 

A I was against that demonstration. 

Q dust lect me read ons "But we know that we have in our midst people 
who take pity on the Jews, people v.10 are not worthy of living in this tow, 
who are not worthy to belong to the people of whom you are a proud parte" 

Why should it have been necessary for people to have had pity on the 
Jews, if you were not --you and tho Nazi Party were not persecuting thom? 

A I have glready pointed out today that I was forced, aftcr this 
demonstration had taken place, to define my attitude in public and say one 
should not have so much pity, and want to prove that this was a spontancous 
action by the people; in othor words, thevhole thing is not against mo, it 
is for meg The people like I, mysclf, were opposed to demonstrations and 
I found that I had cause to == should I Say -- get the public opinion to the 
point where one might possibly not regard. that action as anything too severe, 

Q But, why, if you were opposed to it and if the people were opposed 
to it, should it have been your duty to try and convert them so t hat they 
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should be in favor of that kind of thing? Why were you opposed to it and why 
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should you try to convert them against the Jew? 


A TI don't quite understande 


Q I understand you to say that you were opposed to these demonstrations. 


A yeSe 

Q And that the peo;le also w ve opposed to the demonstrations and that, 
therefore, it was your duty to try and stir them up and make them in favor 
of the demonstrations after they had happened; why should it have been your 
duty to do that? 

A Today, you can possibly say that this or that might have been my 
duty -- if you put yourself into a situation at the time -- this muddle -- and 
to come to a quick conclusion, as one might have to in this courtroom, that 
was quite impossible; what happehed has happenede Iwas against it and the 
public opinion, too, What was written about it afterwards, that was done for 
tactical reasons , 

Q Very well Ve-2 wou in favor of the aryanization of Jewish houses 
and businesses? Were in favor of that or did you disapprove of that issue? 

A Ihave said today in great detail, in connection to a statement of 
Partymember Holz, whet mr answer to that question is; I have stated it and

Qe There were in fact o very great number of Jewish businesses and 
houses aryanized in Nurnberg and Franconia, were there not? 

Ae Yes. 

Qe Would you jist look at a new exhibit, D-835, which becomes GB 330. 
That is a list -- it is an Qriginal document -- it is a list of Jewish 
property in Nurnberg and Burth which was aryanized. Have you seen that list 
or anything like it before? 

Ae Noe 

Qe Vell, you can, take it from me, that that list contains the addresses 
of some eight hundred PYroperties in Nurnberg and Furth which had been taken 
from the Jews and hansaed over to aryanse Would you agree that that would be 
at least eight With toed hacaad th your city here that were aryanized? 
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Ae I don't know about ite I don't know the details, but I must make a 
statemente I don't know whether there is ever to be found a statement -- I 
have already stated today that my Party fellow member Holz started to aryanize, 
That was rescinded from Berlin and then came the aryanization carried out by 
the state. I wuldn't have had any influence in that connection, so that 
this is not my affair at all. This aryanization was ordered, you soe, from 
Berlin; the. taking way, I mean, of Jewish property. 

Qe Now, you mentioned this morning that you were a subscriber to - week- 
ly ne.spaper called "Das Israclitische Wochenblatt"; is that correct?

When did you start subscribing to that newspaper? 

What did you say? 

On what date did you start 

I don't know. 

Yell, I have no doubt you can tell the Tribunal approximately. Have 
you always, since 1933, becn a subscriber of that newspaper? 

Ae Well, I don't think I would have read evory edition. I travelled a

Qe You were, as I think this application of your wife to give evidence 
states, a regular reader of it, were you not? 

44g My editors and I used to share reading this. 

Qe May I take it, that between yourself and your editors -- I don't 
say every copy was read, but it was regularly read from 1933 onwards; 
is that fair? 

Aw You cannot say "read regularly." 

Qe A large number of the copics that you subscribed for, which came 
weekly to you, were they read by yourself or by your editors? 


Ae Certainly, 
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Q Now, I unt to twnto Something else for a moment. I want to make 
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myself perfectly clear to you, 

DRe MARX: Mr. President, I should like to draw the attention of the 
Tribunal to the fact that the cocument which has just been presented, and 
which refers to confiscated property and real estate, has the heading 
"Aryanization Department for Real Estate, Nurnberg", That can't mean anything 
except that this document, which comes from the official department, was later 
on used for the confiscation of that real estate. It is that sort of document 
but’ by no means can this be a document that can prove that we are here 
coneerned with the real estate aryanized by Holz subsequent to the 9th of 
November. 

LT. COL. GRIFFITH-JONES: I accept that that may be so. 

DR. MARX: I should like to ask, therefore, that this correction may be 
made in this connection. 

BY 1?.-0OL. GRIFFITH-JONES: If I was mistaken in saying that those properties 
had been aryanized, I would be right, then, would I not, in saying that that 
list of properties was prepared by the Aryanization Department in Nurnberg for 
the purpose of aryanizing them in the future? Would that be a fair statement to 
nake ? 

A Noe 

Q Iwon't pursue that any further. 

I want to make myself quite clear to you in what I am Suggesting. I an 
suggesting that from 1939 omwarcs, you set out to incite the German people to 
murder and to aecept the fact of the murder of the Jewish race. Do you 
understand that? 


A That isn't true. 


Q No doubt you will say it isn't true. I just wanted you to be quite clear 


on what my suggestion is going to bee 

I want you to lock now at a bundle which will be given to you, of extracts 
from the Stuermer, You can see the originals which are in court if you desire 
to do so, but it will save time if we use the document hocks there. 

Now, will you look at page 3eA. For convenience, the pages in this bundle 
are all marked "A" to distinguish them from the numbers in the original document 


booke 
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THE PRESIDENT: Are they all in evidence? 

LT. COL. GRIFFITH-JONES: They are none of them in evidence at the 
aac Perhaps the most convenient way would be for me to put the. actual 
documents in evidence together at the end, unless the Tribunal or the defendant 
desire to see any copies of them. I will give them numbers as I go along. 

BY LT. COL. GRIFFITH-JONES: 


Q Will you look at page 3—A of that bundle, D-809, whieh Becomes GB~331: 


"The Jewish problem is not yet solved, nor will it be solved when one day 


the last Jew will have left Germany» Only then, when world Jewry has been 
annihilated, will it have been molved,§ 

Is that what you were working for when you say you were working for the 
international solution to this problem, the annihilation of world Jewry? 

A If that is how ycu understand "annihilation". That was written by my 
chief editor at the timee He says, "The problem is not yet solved nor will it 
be solved wnen one day the last Jew will have left Germany." And when he says 
that only then when world Jewry has been annihilated will it be solved, then he 
probably meant that the power of the Jew should be annihilated. He was thinking 
of the power; he wasn't thinking of annihilating the men, My fellow Party 
member Holg didn't think of it either. 

Q The German word used there is "vernichtet", is it not? Look at your 

copye "Vernichtet" -- that means to annihilate. 

A Today, when you look back, you could interpret it like that, but not 
at that time. 

Q We won't waste time because we have got quite a number to look through. 
Will you look on to the next pagee That wasin January you were writing that. 

In April 1939, D-810, GB-332, I refer only to the last two lines. This is an 
article again by your editors 

"Then perhaps their graves will proclaim that this people of murderers and 
criminals has, after all, met its deserved fate." 

What do you mean by "graves" there? Do you mean excluding them from the 
business of the world? 

A This is the first tire that I have seenthis article. That is the 
statement of opinicn of a man who was probably looking ahead and making plays on 
words, but as far as Heimer, and as far as we discussed the Yewish problem, there 


was no question of our discussing mass extermination; we didn't think of it. 
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Maybe it was his wish, I don't know, but anyway, that is the way it was written. 


Q Verywelle Just tumover, will you now, to May 1939, D-811, GS—333. 


I quote the last six lines: 
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"A punitive expedition must com against the Jews in Russia." 

This, of course, was before the Russien invasion, 

"A punitive expedition must come against the Jews in Russia, 
a punitive expedition which will provide the same fate for them 
that every murderer and criminal must expect, death sentence 
and execution. The Jews in Russia must be killed. They must 
be exterminated root and branch. Tica the world will see that 
the end of the Jews is also the end of Bolshovisn.” ‘ 

A Who wrote that article? 

Q It is published in your Stuermer. We can fim out, if 
necessary. It is not written by you, but it is published in your 
Stuermer, and you have told the Tribunal that you accept responsi- 
bility for everything that was written in that newspaper. 

A All right, I vill assume responsibility, but I want to 
state that in this, too, is a question of the private opinion of 4 
min who in Mey 1939 could not have though that from nothing, becau 
we had no soldiers, a March to Russia could be started. That is 
very strongly worded opinion of that anti-Scnitic person. 

Q All I ask you about that is: Is that not advocating 
the murder of Jews, ‘that article, and if it is not, what is it 
advocating? 

A The whole article would have to be read to me so that 
I coulda decide what motives existed for writing something like 
that. I thorefare ask you to give the public the whole article. 
Then you can make up a proper judgment. 

Q Woll, we'll go on. We won't waste time unless you 
really want to see the whole article, 

LT. COL. GRIFFITH-JONES: My Lord, if I perimps might be 
allowed to put these documents in evidence. As your Lordship 
will see, this bundle is a bundle of extracts from the Stucrer. 

DR. MARX: Mr. Prosidcent, with the permission of the 
Tribuncel, I .ould like to make the following statement: A 


nuober of extracts from the Stuermer have been mentioned here. 
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Tis is the first time that they have been put before me. Sone 
of them are articles which haven't been written by the defendant 
personally. Sore aro by Hiemer; some originate from Holz, who 
was particularly radical in his way of expressing himself, and 
passages are boing quoted which are probably taken out of the 
proper context. 

I must ask, therefore, that I be afforded the opportunity 
of reading and discussing these extracts, and investigating them 
together with the defendant Streicher. Otherwise, he might come 
to the conslusion that his defense is being made too diffic ult 
for him, and that it is being made impossible for him to prepare 
himself appropriately. 

THE PRESIDENT: Dx. Marx, you will no doubt have an o>por- 
tunity. You will have an opportunity of checking -- 

DR. MARX: I bog your pardon. 

THE PRESIDENT: I have alrcady scid tast I vished cainsoel, 
when they make objections, would put on the earphones so that I 
can make myself heard. 

You vill nave en opportunity of checking up on these 
various extracts, and you will be able to introduce, if necessary, 
any passages which explain the extracts. That is a matter which 
has been explained to defendants’ counsel over am over again. 

Colonel Griffith-Jones, are there not certain of theso 
extracts which are written or signed by the defendant? 

LT. COL. GRIFFITH-JONES: Well, with your Lordship's parmiss. 
I will refer to som of them, but so that I should not have to rv! 
to all of them, I was going to suggest that perhaps I might put 
them in and, if it is necessary, let the Tribunal kno afterwards 
the numbers of them to save time. 

THE PRUSIDENT: Yes, certainly. 

LT. COL. GRIFFITH-JONES: JI' put the whole bundle in ecvidence 
and will not refer to all of them. 

THE PRESIDE’T: Then you can give us the cxhibit numbers

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"From all the occupied countries Jews are being transported 
in conditions of appalling horror and brutality to Eastern Europe. 
In Poland, which has been made the principal Nazi slaughterhouse, 
the Ghottos established by the Germn invaders are boing sy stema- 
tically emptied of all Jews except a few highly skilled workers 
required for war industries. None of those taken away are ever 
heard of again The able-bodied are slowly worked to death in 
labor caups. The infirm are left to die of exposure and 
starvation, or are deliberately massacred in mass executions. 

"The number of victins of these bloody crueltics 
reckoned in many hundreds of thousands of cntirely innocent men, 
women and children. 

"The above-mentioned governments and the French National 
Committee condemn, in the strongest possible terms, this bestial 
policy of cold blooded exterminstion. They declare thet such 
events can only strengthen the resolve of all freedom-loving 
peoples to overthrow the barbarous Hitlcrite tyranny. They 
reaffirm their solemn resolution to ensure thet those responsible 
for the crimes shall not escape retribution, and to press on with 
the necessary practical measures to this end." 

Did you ever hear of this declaration? 

A I don't know, but if I should have heerd of it, why 

I would have to say the following. 

After the seizure of power the foreign press published so 
many cruel stories which turnod out to be rumors, that I had no 
reason to believe anything like this; nor was thore any talk 
about it here, that millions of Jews were killed. 

Q Well, you sec, it isn't altogether uncorrobota ted. 

You sey you hed no reason to bolieve it, but your Israeclitische 
Vochenblatt, which you wore subscribing to, was saying exactly 
sane thing, 

Would you look at page 26-b of the B bundle? That is the 


dcclaration of the Unitcd Nations on the 17th of Decembar, 
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See what the Israclitische Wochenblatt says on the 18th. And 
there I quote the second paragraph: 

"At that timo the Polish Government in London gave the 
nusiber of Jews executed as 700,000. The Berlin radio declarmd 
that these reports were untruc, but admitted that in Poland Jews 
had had to be executed because they carried out acts of sabotage." 

Then the last parograph quoted: 

"*'Up to the end of September 1942', writes the Daily 
Telegraph, ‘two million Jows have lost their livos in Germany am 
in the countries occupied by the Axis, and it is to be foored that 
the number of victirs will be doubled by the end of this year, ** 

Did you happen to read thet article? 

A I can't remember having read it, but I would not havo 
believed it if I had. 

Q You sec, there is another article in that same papor 
on the 2érd of December, in the same torms; another on the 20th 
of December; and another on tho 8th of January. Look at whet it 
Says on the 8th of January: 

"The Polish Government in London has meanwhile issued a new 
decleration which states that all the information received agrees 
that a third of the three million odd Jews have lost thoir lives." 

Did you read that? 

A I don't know, but I mMve to repocat, I would not have 
believed it. 

Q Well now, let's sec just what you wore writing on the 
e8th of January. Look at 35-a of your owm bundle; 35-a. Now 
just see what your Chicf Editor, the witness you are going to 
call, I understand, Hicmer--se. what he has got to say first of 
eli: 

"But the Ghetto.too, which has today been reestablished in 
nearly all European countries, is only an interim solution, for 
humanity, once awakened, will hot rerely solvo the Ghetto ques tion 
but the Jewish question in its totality. A time will come when 
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the present denends of the Jews will be fulfilled. The Ghetto 
Will have disappeared, and with it, Jowry." 

What is he referring to, if he isn't referring to tl mass 
killing, murder, of the Jewish rece? 

A That was a statemant of his o on and conviction. 
Theat conviction must be understood the sare way as something which 
& Jowish author wrote in his book in Americe. Erich Keuffmnn 
wrote, "German poople capable of havinz children shoulda be 
sterilized, end in thet manner the German poople should be 
exterminn tod." It was at the samc tine that Hiemer wrote that 
article, and I want to say that the vory sevare tone is due to 
that book from America. 

Interrogating officers roaliz know that I have 

ecatcdly pointed out--and so does my defense counsel--that I 
wented thet book to be found. It wes in the Voclkischer Beobachtc 

Therefore, if, in America, an euthor called Erich Keuffnann 
can publicly write that all mon in Germmy capable of ha ving 
Children should be sterilized, to cxterminato the Geme people, 

eye for an cyo and a tooth for a tooth. This is 
theorotical mattor. 

a) Very well. Ioan sure wo have heard your explanation. 
Let's see what you heave to say about your own article on the samo 
date. I quote from the middle of the next paragmph: 

"But now in the fourth year of this war world Jowry is 
beginning, in its retrospective refloctions, to understand that 
the destiny of Jewry is finding its fulfillront at tho hards of 
Gernan National Socielisn." 

What did you mean by that? Perhans I should have quoted a 
little earlier, going back to the beginning: 

"Whon, with the outbroak of the Second world War, world 
Jewry again began to xanifest themselvos as war mongers, Adolf 
Hitler announced to the world that the ‘orld “Jar cojuria up by 


worid Jewry would rosulé in tho self-destruction of JOWIY This 
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prophecy was the first big warning. It was met with dorision ' 
from the Jows, as were all the subsequent warnings." 

And then you go on to say: 

"But now in the fourth year of this war world Jowry is 


beginning to understand that the destiny of Jewry is finding its 


fulfillmoent at the hands of National Socialisn,” 


What did you tean by that? 
A Whe t? 
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Q What do you mean by saying "World Jewry is finding its fulfil- 
ment at the hands of National Socialism?" How did you mean that National 
Socialism was finding the fulfilment of Jewry's destiny? 

A National Socialism could not fulfil the fate, that is to say, 
the solution, since the Fuehrer intervened with their destiny, That wasn't 
a solution. 

During an interrogation I have pointed out that I personally wanted 
the entire solution, which was, right from the beginning against even 
the thought of trying to solve the Jewish problem by means of progroms. 
If I mentioned destiny, and that the fate of Jewry was to be fulfilled 
by National Socialism, then I wanted to say that only through National 
Socialism would the world get the knowledge and the realization that the 
Jewish problem must be solved internationally. 

Q Let's just go on, 

"That vhich the Fuehrer of the German people announced to the world 
as a prophecy at the beginning of this Second World War is now being 
fulfilled with unrelenting inevitability, ‘orld Jewry, which wanted to 
make big international business out of the blood of the warring nations, 
is rushing with gigantic steps towards its exturpation." 

And again you use the word "Ausrottung," 

Toes that mean just as it sounds, as though the fulfilment that you 
were aiming at was warning the world about Jewry? What do you mean by it? 
"Rushing with gigantic steps towards its exturpation--Ausrottung?" What 
did you me an by it? 

A This is a warning. The Fuelarer made a prophecy; nobody eould 
interpret that prophecy properly. The prophecy wasn't to revert to only 
this article, but to ten others, Again and again we referred to these 
prophecies, the first of which came in 1929. Today we know what the 
Fuehrer wanted to say; at that time we didn't. And I confess quite openly 
that with this quotation we wanted to warn world Jewry. 

So as to defend myself I might mention in this conneetion that the 


author, Dre Emil Ludwig Kohn, who had left Germany and emigrated to France, 


had written in the paper Le Sanale, in 1934, "Hitler does not want Wary 
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but he is being forced into it. If Britain has the last word,"-- 

Q We are not discussing tar nows "e are discussing the extermines. - 
ation, the mass murder, of Jews by the National Socialists. That is what 
we are discussinge Let me read ons 

"When Adolf Hitler stepped before the German people 20 years ago 
to submit to.them the National Socialist demands which pointed into the 
future, he also made the promise which was to have the greatest effect 
in its result, that of freeing the world from its Jewish tormentors. How 
wonderful it is to know that this great man and leader is making action 
follow this promise also. It will be the greatest ever to take place 
amongst mankind," 

Do you say that you are not there putting forward propaganda for 
the policy of mass extermination which the Nazi Government had set out 
to do? 

A We too had the freedom of the press like democratic countries. 
Every order could be forecast which later on might turn out to be a 
fact, and we could write about it, which is what I did, 

Q Very well, 

A But for my defense, MreProsecutor, I want to be allowed to say 
that war too can be mass murder, with bombing attacks, and all that. And 
if it is proved that someon says we forced Hitler into war, then I can 

certainly say that a man who knows that Hitler is being foreed into war 
is a mass murderer, 

Q “ith the permission of the Tribunal I am going to interrupt 
you again because we are not discug&sing whether or not Hitler was 
forced into war, We will leave that now, 

let us just go on and see if you are really speaking the tryth in 
saying that while you were writing these articles you were not perfectly 


well aware of what was happening in the Eastern Territories, 
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That is porfectly cloar, Durins a war that is consigcrod as a matter of course. 
However, the figures which are quoted hore were just simply not 

Q Yos,. I wnicrstand you to s wy Dut what I do not understand 
is what you moant when you said this morning that the Israclitische Wochcnblatt 
made no nontion of murders and gave no fisuress, fou didn't say that 
were unlolicvables you told this Tribunal, on your vath, that the nowspaper 
contained nothin: oxcept the hints of Cissapearance, with no nention of firures, 
What did you mean by that? 

I have said the truth uncer oath, but it is possible that onc cannot

at, within two or three months » one -r two months afterword your newspaper 
is publishin; this article. It is heacec "Chilcren of the Devil," 

"Der Suu. er paid a visit to the ghettoes in the Fast. Der Sturmer 
sent its photographer to various ghettoes; a member of Der Sturnmer'ts staff 
is well acquainted with the Jus, Nothing can surprise him easily. But 
what our contributor saw in those ghettoes was a wnique experience for him, 
He wrote, Wixi my eves and my Lo..ci.. camera saw here convinced me that the 
Jews are not human beings but children of the devil and the spavn of crime, 
It is hard to see how it was possible that this scum of humanity was for 
centuries looked upon as God's chosen people by the nonsJews, This satanic 
race really has no right to exist." 

Now, you have heard of what was happening in the ghettoes in the East 
durin: 1942 and 1943. Are you really telling this Tt bunal that your 
photographer went with his camera to those ghettoes and found out nothing 
about the mass murder of J-ivs? 

A Yes, otherwise he would have re ported to us about it, 

Q Warsaw ghetto, you renember, exterminated — wiped out -- in 
Awil, 1943. Your photographer must have been around just about that tim, 
if you were writing « 2 Oth of May, .if hho had just returned. Did you 
think he could have been there locking at ghettoes for Der Sturmer » for 
Julius Strsicher, the Jov-baiter » am have discovered nothing of what was 
happening in the ghetto in Warsaw and elsewhere? 

A I can only renouber that limediately after the end of the Polish 
campaign a Viennese reporter went over there, made films and made reports, 
and in 1942 I think you will. find a name which I would like to know, 

There will be a signature to show whom it was writica bye One thing I know 
is that the ghetto was destroyed; something which I saw from an illustra‘.ed 


report which I think originated in the Ministry of Propaganda, But -ass 
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executions or the destruction of the ghetto during an uprising -- well, that 
sounds legal, and I consider it right; but mass murder in the ghetto in 
Warsaw? That is something I never heard of, 

Q Now, just lett: ‘ok at the article to which you referred a moment 
ago. Will you look at 44A of the Document Book. li: Lord,this is the 
same as was included at page 35 in the original Document Book, but there 
is slightly more:of the extract quoted at page ALA. 

Now, I just want you to exanine for the last time whether or not you 
are speaking the truth in telling the Tribunal that you did not know what 
was happening. You cuote in that article from thc Swiss nowspaper, "Das 
Israelitische Wochenblatt", on the 27th of August 1943 -- you will sce that 
date in the centre of the first paragraph -- I siort now from that line in 
the centre, The Swiss Jewish newspaper goes on to soy, "Tc Jaws of Europe 
with the exception of those in England and of the lesser Jewish communitics 
in a few neutral countries have, so to speak, disappeared. 
reservoir of the Hast, that was able to counter~balance the force of the 
apparent assimilation of the West, no longer exists." hat is the end of 
your quotation from the newspaper, and you g onto say, "Tis is not 
Jewish lie; it is really truc that the Jews have so to sroak disappeared 
from Europe and that the Jewish reservoir of the East from which the Jewish 
pestilence spread for centuries among the European nations has ceased tu 
exist. If the Siviss newspaper wishes to affirm that the Jows did not 
expect this kind of treatment whon they plungcd the nations into the second 
world war, this is to be believed, but already at the beginning of the war 
the German Nation's Fuchrer prophesied the events that have taken place. 

He aid that the second world war would divide those who wished it." 


Now, are you really saying that when that article was written you did 


not know how to interpret the word "Isappeerarcre," the disappearance of the 


Jews from the East? Are you really telling the Tribunal thai? 

A OS. 

The word "disappearance" doesn't mean exterminate from the mass. Tats 
is a quotation from the Israelite weekly and is a repeated quotation of what 


the Fuehrer had prophesied,. 
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Q Well, now, would you look at the article from which you quote 
there, which you will find at page 36B -~ and I would like you to follow it 
and we will read the tvo together. Now, the articular paragraph which I 
want to read with the "Israelitische Wochenblatt" is that quotation which I 
have just read to you and you will find the same qwtation, My Lord; it 
starts at the end of tho eighth but last Lino, "Thc Jo 5 of Burope.seceee" 
Have you got them in front of you, Defendant? 

A I shall listen to you. 

Q It would be better, I think » if you followed it, I want to help 
you as much as p Le Page 4A ord 36B, I will vead slowly first of. 
all from your Sturmer again, "The Jews of Europe with the excention of those 
in England and of the lesser Je:ish communities in 2 few neutrel countrics 
have so to speak disappeared," #i1d you will see that you then go on in the 
quotation and say "the Jc.ish reservoir of the East which was able to 
counter-balance the force of the apparent assimilation of the West no longer 
exists," 

Noi:, would you look «t that original article, "The Jews of Eurone! -- 
this is 36B -- "the Jews of Europe with the exception of those in England 
and the lesser Jewish communities in the few neutral countries have so to 
speak disappeared." 

Now -- there you go on, "The Jewish reserwir of the East" -~- the 
original goes on -- "three million dead, the same number outlawed, montally 
end physically broken." 

Are you telling this Tribunal now that on the 27th of August or when 
you read that article of the 27th of August, you didntt know that Jews were 
being murdered in the East, that you had not read of those things in the 
"Isreelitische Wochenblatt'"'? 

A Whether I tuc read it or not, I wouldntt have believed it, that 
three million Jews. had been killed. That is something I .vildn't neve 
believed, That is why I left it out, It.ink. At “ry rate, the German 
censorship wouldn't have allowed it to spread, something which isn’t credibl

THE PRESIDENT: You didnft read the last part of the line, 
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LT. COLONEL GRIFFITH—JONE 3: e e e broken, That is the result of the 
new order." I am obliged to you. NAThat is the result", vou say, "oi’ 
vhe new order in Europe." 

Q You say you didn't believe it. Is that what you say, that you 
must have read it -- 

A Yes, 

Q —- but you just didn't believe it?

Q Even if you didntt believe it, when you wore reading this newspaper 
more or less regularly, your own camera-man had been to the ghottocs in the 
Rast, did you think it right to @ on week after week in your newsreper crying 
out for the extermination, murder of the Jews? 

A That isn't truc. & isn't true that a murder wac demanded, and I 
repeat seeth it was due to the voice from America, that called fox our 
extermination by sterilization, increased mass-murder against Germans, that I 
as an author can say that the Jo.:.s too can be. That is a matter for authors, 
for writers. But the mass-uurders had taken place . long time before, ant 
I state here that if I had known what had in fact happened in the Hast, then 
I wouldn't have used these quotations at all which I have used,

Q But, Defendent, you must have known then, after reading that 
article, after sending your csmera-min, when the United Nations published 
their declaration, after Hitler's prophecies had been mdoagain and again 
in his proclamations, aftor you had bcen fulfilled -- you really say you 
didn't know? 

A The photographer ie at your disposal. le in Vienna, and I ask 
to have him brought here, And I state that this photographer knew nothing 
and didn't know anything about mass murders. 

THR -PRESIDENT: I think we might adjourn now.

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DR. MARX: Mr. President, with the permission of the Tribunal, and in the 
interest of clarification, I should like to point out the followings The 
Prosecutor, Sir Griffith Jones, has mentioned a document, page 38 from Der 
Sturmer of 6 May 1943. That seems to be an error, because we are dealing here 
with the Sturmer of 6 March 1943, 

That date is of great importance because if the pvhotoereporter of the 
Sturmer published a revort of the 6 March in the Sturmer, then he must have 
been, before 6 March 1943 at the Ghetto in Warsaw,

Qe Now, we had just dealt*with the "Israclitisches Wochenblatt" issue 
for 26 April, the copy that you quoted from. I just refer you to one more 
copy of that newspaper. Would you look at page’ 37~B, which is on issue of 
10 September, 1943: 

"Statistics presented by the Convening Committee showed that five million 
out of the eight and a half million Jews of Europe had died or been deported 
through methodical measures in the campaign of exterminatione Through forced 
labor and deportations, about three million Jews had lost their lives." 

Did you read that one? 

Ae I do not know, and again I would have have believed it. To this day, 
I do not believe that five million Jews were killed. I consider it technically 


impossible that that could hove happeneds I do not belicve ite I have not 
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received proof of that. I have not received it up until now. 

Qe It is quite clear that there were plenty of figures for you quoted in 
this "Israclitisches Wochenblatt" over the period that we are discussing? 
Plenty of figures, now it turns out, doesn't it?

Q. We will go one Now, I just want to put one or two further articles 
of your own to youe You remember what I am sugpresting: That you are inciting 
the German people to murder. ‘Ve know now that at least you read one article 
in the "Seraelthiaahes Wochenblatt" where murder is mentionede I jvst want 
to see what you go on to publish in your own paver after that datce 

Would you look at page 47 Ae This is an article by yourself on 6 ¢. aaary 
1944. This is after ou had been living on your cstate for sone timcs

once and for all of the Jewish disintegrator of nations and cxploiter, and over 
and above this, that the Gorman example will, after a victorious termination 
of the second world war, bring about the destruction of the Jewish world 
torment:r in the other continents as well."

A In order to answer that quostion, I have to go a little further, 
Whon Streicher went to bed in the evening, I was usually with him or the 
supcrintondent.

A (Continuing ) The then SA Obergruppenfuchrer Herr von Obernitz came 
into the Gauleitung headquarters and told me he had to speak to lr. Streicher 
very urgently, and I answerod him that Mr, Streicher had already gone to bed. 

hen ho told me, "Then you have to wake him upe” He said that he would 2.8sa me 
tho Tesponsibility; it was onimportant affair, Herr von Obernitz upon my 

call wont to Stroicher's apartment. lr, Streicherts bedroom is above my 
apartment. I had the keys ond, of course, I could got in at any time. 

On the way upstairs to the apartmont I noticed that many SA men went 
through the streets, and I asked Horr von Obernitz about the reason for that. 
ite told me that that night something was Going to happen; Jevrish apartments

Q Do you know about an incident when the manager of the publishing 
firm came to Streicher, into his garden, and told him that he had told the 
truth to the police in an affair concerning shares? 

A TI have to ask you to give me that question in more detaile TI do not 
know all about it, but part of ite I know that Director Fink was standing 
in tears before Streicher, that he cried, that he accused himself, that he was 
a rascal and a traitor, but why I don't know. Then Stroicher ran into the 
gerdenwith him, and I only saw that Fink cried. I can still hear how he 
accused himself. 

Q Do you know that Streicher at times and at certain intervals 
brought people from the S.P.D. and the K.P.D. from the concentration camps, 
Social Democratic Party ahd Communist Party?

I 
estimate that there werc about 100 to 150 men every year. They came fron 
Dachaue re Streicher, in the Hotel Deutscher Hof, had dinner prepared for 
them in a separate room; and I belicve that is whore they also met their 
familics -— that is to say, the prisoners met the nembers of their f-nily. 
Streicher also saw to it that the prisoners who were then released found work,

4A I remember three men, I believe, came into the Mars works, the 
motorcycle factory. Streicher then at that time told the Plenipotentiary

Q Yhat was the attitude of Streichor when he found out that membors 
of the Party had acquired cars and villas of Jewish property 2t very low 
priccs? 


A I can still remerbor when Mre Streicher returned from Berline I 
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don't know how much Streicher knew at that time about these purchases, but, 
at any rate, vhen Streicher returned from Berlin where Goering had made state- 
ments about these cheap, low price purchases of buildines, Streicher was at 
the railroad station. I witnessed that myself. He sridthat at once these 
purchases had to be nullificd.e

4 Ch, cae Throughout the city I met various members of the Party, 
and whomever I asked told me, "Yell, one cannot get out there, one cannot go 
out theree" And if I asked, 'Jell, who said that?" Thon no one wanted totalk 
about it, but, -s one heard it, 2 prohibition was expressed by the Deputy 
of the Fuchrer, Hess, 

Q Bo you know anything about tho fact that Streicher, when he f ound 
out that an act of violence had boon cormitted against Jews or other political 
adversarics or were only intended, that he stopped then innediately?

Do you know of any individual case whore he took measures against 
somebody who had committed such violations? If you don't know it, say soe 

‘4 Well, at this time I could not recall any particular case. 

Q Do you know anything about that affair concerning the Mars Yorks 
shares? 

Yes. 
What do you know about it? 


I know about that case throuch statenents by Streicher. I was not 
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witness to these events myself, but Mre Streicher told me frequently later 
what hac happened. Shall I describe it? 

Q Yes, but very bricfly, plcasce 

4. Streicher was at that time in a Turkish bath, and his adjutant Koenig 
came and offered the shares to Stroichere Streicher said, "What kind of share; 
are they?" The answer was, "They are shares of the Mars Workse" He siid, 
"How many?! The answer was "One hundred thousand Marks." Then Streicher said 


"How much are these?" He said "5,000 Marks." Streicher asked, "Why are 


these shares so cheap?" Then finally Fink, I believe, said, "Because they 


are Jewish shares": 

And whoever knows Streicher as well as I do knows that Streicher would 
never have taken anything from a Jcwe He protested very definitely against the 
fact that such an offer had been made to him at alle 

That seemed to settle that cispute, and then suddenly the Gaulciter, 
Streicher, had the thoucht that with thrt moncy he could possibly reconstruct 
the third Gau buildinse Hc pointed that out to the gentlemen as they lcft, 
and they dccided to buy the shares. Strcicher only said that dcfinitely no 
Party money should be used for thate Then both dic not know what to doe 
Streicher said he would like to advance these 5,000 MarksSe 

That scttled the case, but I had ane xpericnce later atout ite It was 
about one and a half ycrrs after that negotiation that Streicher had had in 
Munich. it that time the wife of NSKK Cbergruppenfuchrcr Zuchlen care to ne 
and asked whether I knew already that the criminal police was given orders 
at Nurnberg to investigate the case Streicher. Is aidc no and told then "If you 
want to know something or if they want to know something, why don't they cone 
out to the farm to Mr, Streither himsclf? He will give them all the informatic 
desired." 

After about two to three wekks, I mct "Der Stuermer" director Fischer, 
wuccessor to Finke He told me -~ no, I have to mention first that the sh res, 
together with the 5,000 Marks, were confiscated by Streicher. Director 
Fischer told me that on thrt same day he had received a phone call from the 
trustcc company, and that trustee institution reported to Fischer that on the 


account of the "Stucrmer" they had transferred 5,000 Marks which Streicher at 
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that time had advanced for thepurchase of the sharese

Q You witnessed the Supreme Party Court scssione ‘What did Fink say 
at thattime? Did he not accuse himself that he had told the trhtu? 

Iwas not present when Fink was questioncde 

Q Then I would like to ask you, you were present when the incident at 
Munich occurred .t the Kuenstbrhaus. That story of the man who accosted 
Streicher -- can you give us a description of how that incident occurred? 

A Yese. Streicher left the room after dinner. I could not remember 
the words spoken, but I ™ going to try to describe it 2s well as possible. 
Streicher left the room, and as he left that man approached Stroicher in a 
very disagreeable manner, Streicher continued on his way and was without 
words e He asked the peopke around him, myself also, whethcr we knew that 
mane Nobody knew hime 

Then Streicher sent his son, Lothar, back into the room again to speak 
to the man and to ask him what the reason wos for his behavior. Lothar 
Streicher came out and said that the man had behaved just in the same manner 
againe 

Q Will you please be more bricf? You shovld only tell us how that 
incident occtirred and what caused you or Streicher to use violence against 
the mane 


You mean my behavior?

Streicher asked for a room, and in that room Streicher spoke to the 
man personally. There again the man made incriminating remarks, and then it 
came to a thrashing by Lothar Streicher. He was a stfong man, and it of cours

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Q Do you have any knowledge that it was prohibited for individuals of 
the rarty to visit Streicher? 

A Yes, there was such a prohibition, 

Q How d& you know that? 


A From conversations and then I exvericenced myself when Dre Goebbels 
Xp iy 


visited the farm, that Julius Streicher told him "Doctor, you dare to come here? 


Den't you know that-there is a prohibition by the Party to visit ine?! 

Q When dic the visit of Dre Ley and Dre Gcebbels occur? 

A Dre Ley came on the 7th of May 19) to the farme The visit of Dr. 
Gcebbels cccurred on the lth of June 19h). 

Q Would you please describe the character of these visits and what was 
the object of the eonversati.n? 

A Both visits were of a definitely uncfficial character. Dr. Ley wanted 
mainly to know how Julius Streicher was doing personally and no political 
questions were treated. Ley said only "Streicher, the Fuechrer is waiting for 
youe" 

Q And what did Streicher say to that? 

4& Streicher answered that he had become accustcmedc te solitude, that he 
was happy as a fermer and Ley should telithe Fuechrer that Streicher had no 
further wishes. At the visit of Dre Goebbels the Subject of the conversati:n 
was mainly why Julius Streicher had een released from office as Gauleiter, and 
Dre Goebbels was of the opinion that Streicher should return ints the circle 
of old “arty members ut he gave him the same answer, "Tell the Fuchrer I have 
no wishes," 

Q During these eonversati nS, were y u always present? 

& Yes. 

Q Was nct the Jewish question a Subject of conversation? 


No, they never spoke about the Jewish questi: n. 
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Q Did they not speak about the happenings in tho Eastern Territories 

or in the concentration camps? 
No, that nover came up. 

Q Did not Streicher speak to you ab ut his thouchts which ho had exe 
pressed in articles in "Dor Stucrmor" or intendet to express and at these occas 
Sions; didn't he also speak about the mannor in which ho thought the solution 
of the Jowish problem could be found? 

A Fror. one conversation with Julius Streicher, I eoul? soo with absolut 
certainty that ho did not cxpect the Jowish question t> be solved by acts of 
violence but by the enifration of Jovs fron ‘ye anc. thoir settlonent in 
territorics outside of Europe. 

Q Did ir, Streicher keep up ecntact with leading people; was he in 
correspondence with leadin: personalitios of the Party or of the State? 

A No, ncither persunally nor in correspondence was there any such 
connection. 

Q I will now nention several names, of which I want you tc tell whether 
this 2as any connection: Himmler, Heycrich, Bormann, or other leading men of 


the police or the SS or the Gestapo?

You don't know anything about it? 


I cnly know about the Siriss nowspapers. 
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& You onee led the conversation to the fact that in Magdeburg, from the 
9th to the 10th of November during 1938, you witnessed a demonstration against 
the Jews and that you were very indignant about it. Is that true? 


A Yes, I have spoken about it, and I was shocked when these actions took 


place, Julius Streicher at that time zot very excited during that conversation 


and said such mnsense had occurred in Nummberg alsoe Tmt was nt anti-Semitism: 


that was just stupidity. 
Is it correct that Streicher was hardly interested in financial affairs 
publishing firn and left these things to the manager? 

A Julius Streicher never bothered about financial affairs, neither in the 
house nor in the firr, and the gentlemen cof the firm were always cisappointed 
when they speke or reported or wanted to report abcut matters of accounting and 
Streicher told them, "Leave me alone with your business matters. There are 
other things besides money that are important." 

Q How did he take care of the househcld expenses, then? 

A I received 1,000 marks every month from the firme That took care of 
the househcld, of presents, and so on. 

Q Do ycu know that he is supposed to have acquired shares which were 
agquired on the basis of pressure against a Jewish »anker? 

A That is quite imp.ssivle. I consider it quite impcssible that Julius 
Streicher acquired shares that way. I believe that he a:esn't even know what a 
share lo ks like. 

Q Did he tell yu anything about it? 

a I only knw that he rever received shares. 

Q How did it come ab ut that in April 1945 you and the defendant were 
married? 

A (No response) 

Q Did yu understand the questicn? 

& Yes. Julius Streicher wanted to take part in the strus:le in 
Nurnberg.

Q Well then, you de net need to answer, Only one more question. 

Is it correct that Streicher gave the manager cf his publishing firm a 
power of attorney which meant that that man could dispose of it as he wanted? 

A Yes, that is true. He gave the power of attorney to the manager of 
the firm, whoever it was at that time, and that meant full c.nfidence in 
whatever he wanted to do.
